lioto aide questions 
politicos before 
TVs in pride parade

A contingent of people with HIV at 
last Sunday’s Freedom Day Parade 
were left to swelter in 90 degree heat 
for “a couple of hours,” while local politi¬ 
cians and elected officials jockeyed for posi¬ 
tion and cut into line before the group, so 
they could ride in the front of the parade 


near Mayor Willie Brown, complains a local 
AIDS activist. 

“I couldn’t believe it. It was horrible,” 
said Jerry Windley, a member of the Board 
of Directors of Bay Positives, an activities 
and advocacy group for people with HIV 
infection. 

A Brown aide confirmed that three local 
political officials close to the mayor were ac¬ 
commodated and moved up in the line, but 


AIDS experts are 
Vancouver-bound

W ith more than 5,000 research pa¬ 
pers ready for presentation, and 
program tracks ranging from 
clinical science to epidemiology and pub¬ 
lic health, the XI International Conference 
on AIDS is set to begin in Vancouver, 
Canada this Sunday, July 7. 

Dozens of Bay Area AIDS researchers, 
experts, and activists will participate in 
the proceedings, including Center For 
AIDS Prevention Studies needle exchange 
expert Peter Lurie, M.D. 

Lurie told the Bay Area Reporter that 
there are some important scientific and 
ethical issues that AIDS experts need to 
address - which may not be on the con¬ 
ference bill. 

“I guess I’d like to see some new issues 
on the agenda for discussion. Not so much 
in terms of needle exchange, as a discus¬ 
sion of the ethics of vaccine clinical trials 


in developing countries,” he said. 

While the NIH maintains there is in¬ 
sufficient evidence to support such proto¬ 
cols in the United States, Lurie said some 
pharmaceutical companies are introduc¬ 
ing AIDS vaccines against certain viral 
strains in countries such as Thailand for 
clinical trial - when the predominant viral 
strain in the country is completely differ¬ 
ent. 

“It’s unethical and inappropriate and 
there is a risk,” Lurie said. 

Although the international conference 
is a perfect place for researchers and AIDS 
experts to compare notes, many local 
AIDS care physicians say they actually 
learn more at smaller, in-depth national 
and regional forums organized for AIDS 
care physicians 

But, they do keep an interested eye on 
the proceedings. 

“It’s too big for much discussion,” said 
Dr. Stephen Follansbee, an HIV physician

told the Bay Area Reporter that parade offi¬ 
cials approved the changes. 

Windley is also a staffer for Supervisor 
Angela Alioto - who lost her mayoral bid to 
Brown last year - as well as a longtime queer 
and AIDS activist.

“This isn’t about Angela,” he said. “This 
parade is for the gay community. I’m pissed 
off that politicians are more concerned 
about their placement in the parade than 
they are about our community.” 

Don’t blame Mayor Brown or his staffers 
for the parade placement snafu, said Dean 
Goodwin, Brown’s lesbian and gay liaison. 

“The only people I bumped up were 
Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi, who at the

Oakland to get domestic 
partner registration, 
benefits for city workers 


by Cynthia Laird 


i|P he Oakland City Council 
unanimously adopted two 
m, resolutions at its meeting 
Tuesday, June 25 that will allow 
for citywide domestic partner reg¬ 
istration and allow qualified part¬ 
ners of city employees to become 
eligible for health benefits. 

The process is expected to take 
a few months. The council direct¬ 
ed city staff to develop and imple¬ 
ment a citywide registration plan 
by October 10. “October 11 is Na¬ 
tional Coming Out Day,” ob¬ 
served council member John 
Russo. 

Currently, some city employ¬ 
ees’ domestic partners are eligible 
for dental, vision, and family 
death leave - but not health ben¬ 
efits - and there is no process for 
Oakland residents to publicly reg¬ 
ister as domestic partners. 

“Domestic partner” is defined 
by the city as two cohabiting, un¬ 
married, and unrelated people, re¬ 
gardless of gender, who are over 
18 years of age, and who have 
resided together for at least six 
months. 

Last week’s council action fol¬ 
lowed similar resolutions that 
were approved by the city’s 
Human Relations Commission. 

Oakland will soon join the 
cities of Berkeley and San Fran¬ 
cisco in offering domestic partner 
registration. 

There was no opposition to the 
council’s action. Several members 
of the East Bay Lesbian/Gay De¬ 
mocratic Club (EBL/GDC) spoke 
in favor of the resolutions. 

Brenda Crawford, EBL/GDC 
vice president, told the council 
she was proud to be a “citizen of 
Oakland, and part of the lesbian 
and gay community who live 
here.” 

“We’re happy campers,” Craw¬ 
ford told the B.A.R. following the 
council’s vote. “In the era of the 
radical right, to live in a city where 
this is a non-issue ... They [the 
council] just did it because it was 
the thing to do.” 

Tara Kelly, EBL/GDC presi¬ 
dent, echoed Crawford. “That 
there were no speakers in opposi¬ 
tion speaks to the attitude in Oak¬ 
land that there’s acceptance and 
tolerance,” she said. 

Eric Hsu pointed out that the

unanimous vote was a credit to 
EBL/GDC’s efforts in the local po¬ 
litical scene. 

“It’s a testament to the work of 
the club over the years to help 
elect public officials who have 
been strong supporters,” Hsu said. 

Another speaker at the meet¬ 
ing was openly lesbian city em¬ 
ployee Elissa Brown. She also sup¬ 
ported extending health benefits 
to domestic partners. 

“It never made sense to me 
that some benefits were offered 
and some benefits were not of¬ 
fered,” she said. 


During council discussion, 
Russo said, “As one of the most di¬ 
verse cities in the United States, 
Oakland must serve as a leader by 
signaling its acceptance of all its 
residents. 

“Implementation of this policy 
providing benefits for domestic 
partners, as well as instituting do¬ 
mestic partner registration, will 
bring the city’s actions consistent 
with its policy. 

“Oakland’s policy has long 
supported providing benefits for 
domestic partners,” Russo stated. 
“At last, we will be able to imple¬ 
ment this policy.” 

Russo added that the impor¬ 
tance of adopting the resolutions 
goes “well beyond the lives of the 
immediate employees affected by 
these health benefits. 

“These resolutions set a tone 
of acceptance in this community 
which will be felt throughout the 
country,” Russo said. “The imple¬ 
mentation of this city policy can 
provide support to boost the 
pride and confidence of our gay 
residents.” 

He added that with gay teens 
topping the list of adolescent sui¬ 
cides, it “becomes our responsi¬ 
bility to communicate the mes¬ 
sage that every individual is 
equally valued and respected in 
the city of Oakland.” ▼

Leal gets moving on 
Castro ‘Walk of Fame’

^ upervisor Susan Leal intro¬ 
duced a resolution Monday, 
July 1, urging the director of 
public works and the city attor¬ 
ney’s office to develop a concept 
paper for the proposed Castro 
Street “Walk of Fame.” 

The resolution calls for desig¬ 
nating the sidewalk areas of Cas¬ 
tro Street between Market and 
19th streets as a place to com¬ 
memorate members of the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der community. The idea is to set 
triangle plaques in the sidewalk 
honoring people in the gay com¬ 
munity, similar to the Walk of 
Stars in Hollywood. 

Castro resident David Perry is 
the primary voice behind the idea, 
which came to him about five 
years ago while walking down 
Castro Street with a friend, and 
which he has pitched to local offi¬ 
cials since. 

“I took it to Susan [Leal] a few 
months ago,” he told the B.A.R. 

This week, Perry said he was 
happy to learn the supervisor had 
introduced the resolution and he 
hopes the project moves forward. 

Leal’s resolution calls for ex¬ 
ploring the creation of a public/pri¬ 
vate partnership to develop and 
implement the walk of fame. 

City funds would not be used 
for the project. The foundation, if 


created, would be responsible for 
raising funds for any necessary 
sidewalk improvements, and for 
cleaning the sidewalks. 

“The first step is getting pub¬ 
licity, and bringing together dif¬ 
ferent communities,” according to 
Perry. He added that neighbors, 
Castro area merchants, and the 
city would be involved in working 
out details. 

Leal’s resolution points out 
that the Castro District is “a 


neighborhood identified world¬ 
wide with the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender community, 
and would be an appropriate site 
for a series of commemorative 
plaques honoring members of the 
community.” 

It goes on to state the plaques 
will help educate the public about 
the contributions of gays and les¬ 
bians throughout history, and 
would serve as a source of pride 
for people within the community. 

Perry envisions a nonprofit 
foundation raising funds for the 


project from a volunteer-staffed 
Castro Street storefront. He said 
money could be raised by selling 
sidewalk bricks, inscribed with 
names of the donors’ choosing, 
set around the plaques. 

“People all over the country 
could do this,” he said. 

About half of the money raised 
from the bricks would go toward 
the plaques, while the other half 
would benefit different charities 
or service organizations, if Perry’s 


idea becomes reality. 

He told the B.A.R. a column 
about the idea in a national pub¬ 
lication drew a heavy response in 
support of the walk of fame. 

The issue will be referred to 
committee, according to a 
spokesperson in Leal’s office. T

Gay SF man named 
to national United Way 
committee

aying its national search 
committee represents its di- 
V' versity, the United Way has 
named an openly gay man as a 
member of the committee now 
searching for a president and chief 
executive officer. 

San Francisco attorney David 
Wharton is one of 25 people 
named to the committee that is 
now searching for a president and 
chief executive officer. Wharton is 
also a member of United Way’s 
National Diversity Committee 
and member of the local United 
Way board. 

Wharton’s appointment to the 
search committee, which will 
identify candidates and recom¬ 
mend the organization’s next 
president and chief executive offi¬ 
cer, marks the first time an open¬ 
ly gay person has served on the 
United Way in a national policy 
level nationally. 

“Obviously it’s important to 
have a seat at another table that 
has to do with our community,” 
Wharton told the B.A.R. 


He said that although gays and 
lesbians have been involved with 
the local United Way for a num¬ 
ber of years, the “national level 
had been beyond our reach.” 

The search committee’s initial 
meeting was held the first week of 
June in Alexandria, Virginia. The 
group will continue meeting on a 
regular basis throughout the next 
couple of months, with the goal of 
identifying and recommending 
final candidates to the agency’s 
Board of Governors by mid-Au¬ 
gust. 

Wharton said he will focus on 
candidates who will be sensitive to 
the needs of the gay and lesbian 
community. 

‘The way we look as a 
nation’ 

“We have assembled an out¬ 
standing search committee, and I 
am confident that this committee 
will ensure a process committed 
to inclusiveness, honesty, and 
openness,” said Paula Harper 
Bethea, chairperson of United 
Way of America’s Board of Gov¬ 
ernors. 

“This search committee pro¬ 


vides great depth of representa¬ 
tion for all our members, con¬ 
stituents, and partners,” Bethea 
continued. “Moreover, it illus¬ 
trates our continuing commit¬ 
ment to diversity and represents 
the way we look both as a nation 
and as the United Way system.” 

The search committee includes 
representation from volunteers, 
United Way professionals, the na¬ 
tional agency’s board of gover¬ 
nors, as well as partners in the 
nonprofit, organized labor, and 
corporate sectors, she said. 

Bethea will also chair the 
search process. 

Bethea added she’s confident

T his week the B.A.R. has broken with 
the usual routine, and gone to press a 
day early. In other words, readers who 
have picked up this issue on Wednesday do 
not have to wonder where the hell they lost 
a day over gay pride weekend. 

This reason for this issue’s early delivery 
is, of course, July 4th. 

It’s appropriate for Independence Day 
and Freedom Day to land so close to each 
other this year, since they both commemo¬ 
rate successful efforts to break down en¬ 
trenched oppressions and build a better 
world. 

Twentieth century lesbian and gay revo¬ 
lutionaries are not as well known to most of 
our fellow citizens as the names of those 
18th century Colonists who dumped the tea 
and fought the stamp act and made terribly 
fetching silver patterns for others to copy, 
but ours are just as courageous. In fact, they 
may have been a lot more so: when Nathan 
Hale publicly wished for multiple deaths at 
the hand of his king, he was talking about a 
sovereign half the known world away. 
Stonewall revolutionaries, on the other 
hand, had reason to fear their neighbors 
next door - and families at home, as well. 

Gay people are still living in fear all over 
the world, obviously, but the situation has 
undeniably improved for American gays 
since the Stonewall days, as shown by some 
recent Supreme Court rulings. When the 
court struck down Colorado’s Amendment 
2 it freed a state’s residents (and maybe 
many more) from a worse tyranny than 
anything King George tried to institute, and 
it also lifted the debate about gay rights out 
of those damn submarine showers - re¬ 
member Sam Nunn gravely leading the 
cameras around as he groused about the 
notion of homosexual and heterosexual 
genitals being bared in the same facilities - 
and back into the proper arena of Consti¬ 
tutional Law. 

The Supreme Court followed that deci¬ 
sion by returning Cincinnati’s version of 
Amendment 2 for reappraisal, which is like 
your mom suggesting you take another look 
at your room before you try to tell her it’s 


clean enough to pass inspection. (Justice An¬ 
tonin Scalia’s vicious dissents in both cases 
were, to continue the metaphor, somewhere 
between the ravings of a dysfunctional dad 
and a wicked stepmother. And yes, we apol¬ 
ogize in advance to all dads and stepmothers 
who are offended by the compari¬ 
son.) 

Scalia and his supporters like _ 
to call themselves “conservative,” 
but they have made it a meaning- 
less word. The first words (after 
the preamble) of the first document 
defining the our county’s character are 
We hold these truths to be self-evi- j 

dent: That all are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalien¬ 
able rights, that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

If Scalia does not think those words are 
worth conserving, what is? (Yeah, we know 
that the original document there in Wash¬ 
ington was written in that weird script that 
makes all the s’s look like f’s, but you’d think 



someone would be able to find him a mod¬ 
ern reprint to get him over the “purfuit of 
happineff” part. Of course, explaining what 
it means would be much more arduous.) His 
brand of “conservative” is the more linguistic 
bastardization, on the order of calling edu¬ 
cation cuts “family values” or calling Pat 
Buchanan “pro-life.” But we digress... 

Fortunately, it’s July 4, and it’s a 
year when gays and lesbians can feel 
good about joining in the celebra¬ 
tions. We noticed at the parade that 
gay men and lesbians were singing 
“God Bless America” along with 
Sharon McKnight, with a shine 
in their eyes that wasn’t entire¬ 
ly attributable to tears. 

And why not? When we re¬ 
claim our heritage, and cele¬ 
brate the American ingenuity of those peo¬ 
ple who crafted our amazing Constitution 
that shields us from the slings and arrows of 
the outrageous Scalia, it doesn’t just make 
us stronger. It also makes America stronger. 

And it is her birthday, after all. T

ndrew Sullivan, who at the time had 
* x; yet to publicly reveal his own HIV- 
Iri positive status, wrote in a November 
11, 1995 New York Times op-ed entitled 
“Fighting The Death Sentence” that al¬ 
though medical science has not found a 
cure, treatments are now available that can 
extend the lives of HIV-infected person to a 
point when perhaps even better therapies 
will be available. This was a source of a 
once-taboo hopefulness, and he implied, I 
think, that we should all take comfort and 
relax about the possibility of seroconvert- 
ing, because these new treatments make it 
likely AIDS will someday become a man¬ 
ageable illness. 

Although hope is something that should 
not be taboo, what’s ironic about Sullivan 
making such a statement is that he (perhaps 
inadvertently) minimizes the urgent neces¬ 
sity of staying negative. 

AIDS is an avoidable and still deadly dis¬ 
ease. What Sullivan implies is an example of 
the enormous mistakes that have become 
the hallmark of dysfunctional AIDS theo¬ 
ries. Instead of advocating responsible be¬ 
havior, these theories seek to widen the 
comfort zone of gay male sexual behavior, 
and ultimately return us to the sexual liber¬ 
tarianism of the 1970s that contributed 
greatly to this epidemic. 

Many of us are afraid to speak up about 
the damage we inflict on one another. Re¬ 
member the mantra Silence=Death? Did 
the people who infected your dead friends 


know they were positive? If not, why hadn’t 
they tested? If so, how could they engage in 
unsafe sex? This is a question that only an 
HIV-positive person like myself can get 
away with asking, and even then it’s consid¬ 
ered politically incorrect or socially impo¬ 
lite. This is, however, the most important 
and crucial front of AIDS activism today. 
We have so many painful questions to 
face. 

Seroconversions among young 
gay men are rising faster today than 
during the early days of the crisis, 
and we HIV-positive people, 
whether we know our serostatus or 
haven’t yet been tested, 
should not be without 
scrutiny. We are the bear¬ 
ers of a disease that is 
wiping out an entire gen¬ 
eration of gay men, and we have a grave, 
grave responsibility to ensure that no one is 
ever infected again. We must urge - no, de¬ 
mand! - that all sexually active men get test¬ 
ed, and that those who test positive under¬ 
stand their responsibility. 

Only through thoughtful discussion of 
the responsibilities of HIV positive individ¬ 
uals among both negative and positive peo¬ 
ple can we reach a better understanding of 
our individual roles. It is simply not enough 
to say it is up to all of us to prevent AIDS and 
HIV transmission; this avoids the hard truth 
that it takes an HIV positive person to trans¬ 
mit HIV. Conversely, it is true that it takes an 
HIV negative person to contract the disease. 
I am calling for a new activism here, an ac¬ 
tivism where HIV positive men declare 


themselves the guardians of HIV negative 
men, counsel them to test, beg them to re¬ 
main negative, and explain to them the dif¬ 
ficulties involved in the positive person’s sex¬ 
ual responsibilities to the negative. 

Are innumerable sex partners a desirable 
part of this culture when the likelihood of un¬ 
safe sex in the heat of passion increases dra¬ 
matically? We, as a community, should grap¬ 
ple with this question rather than shove it 
under the carpet. 

If you desire to be part of the 
gay male sexual culture in all its 
functional or dysfunctional ex¬ 
pressions, you have an obliga¬ 
tion to every member of 
that community, to stop 
yourself when you desire 
to engage in risky sex. 
Whether you are HIV 
positive or not, your role in this crisis is to 
become a prevention activist first. From this 
decision, everything should follow. 

In order to stem the epidemic it seems 
we must limit the number of partners we 
have - perhaps even to one “relationship” at 
a time. There’s too much at stake today to 
dismiss criticism of gay male sexual behav¬ 
ior because we are so concerned with ab¬ 
solute libertarianism. Libertarianism be¬ 
comes sociopathic when it disregards your 
own life or the life of the other person. 

If you are offended by this, don’t laugh 
when I say you are probably standing in the 
way of the only cure we’re likely to ever 
have: fighting the death sentence by taking 
responsibility for your life and the lives of 
your partners. ▼ 
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Animal rights agenda 

On behalf of the Buck Center for Research in 
Aging I would like to thank you for your coverage of 
animal rights activists (“Animal and AIDS activists 
keep the fur flying in Washington,” June 20). The 
mainstream press has underscrutinized this move¬ 
ment and its stealth objective of abolishing vital bio¬ 
medical research which benefits human beings.

Hawaiian punch 

I recently had the privilege of face-to-face con¬ 
frontation with leadership from Hawaii’s Future 
Today, the Mormon/Catholic Church-backed PAC 
that has established itself at the forefront of groups 
intent on blocking same-sex marriages. The round¬ 
table was facilitated by GLEA Foundation and held at 
the McCully Library. 

Apprehensive at first, I soon felt completely at ease, 
so much in fact, perhaps bored. This was not the bat¬ 
tle of the titans I had anticipated, not due to a lack of 
participants’ respective roles, but rather because the 
illogical stance of HFT simply provides for no possi¬ 
ble avenue of debate. Within twenty minutes it be¬ 
came evident that without a discernible basis for op¬ 
position to same-sex marriages, HFT is left with deal¬ 
ing the only hand that historically has kept all bigotry 
alive: blind prejudice. Well-tested, time-proven, and 
extremely popular. Low maintenance and easy on the 
brain, this thought pattern requires virtually no ex¬ 
penditure of energy.... the single cell amoeba of phi¬ 
losophy, simple ignorance, simple minds. 

During this period, HFT attempted to articulate 
the position that, even they admit, cannot be fully ex¬ 
plained or comprehended. It goes something like this.

As I left the meeting, I was filled with a strange mix 
of emotions, anxiety and calm, disappointment and 
hope. Concerned that a group such as Hawaii’s Fu¬ 
ture Today will continue to exhibit such rubbish, yet 
confident that our courts and legislature will contin¬ 
ue to recognize it as such for a long time to come.

The Silver lining? 

I am happiest when things are not as they appear. 
As a queer, I suppose I demand a certain irony from 
the way I view the world. It allows me to confront op¬ 
position with a certain sense of humor and a certain 
sense of history. 

On June 12, KRON-TV aired what would seem 
to be a tribute to Steve Silver and his legendary 
Beach Blanket Babylon shtick. Here is a man whose 
time and place - San Francisco in the ’70s - allowed 
him to cultivate and sell flamboyance to a vora¬ 
ciously approving audience. Such toleration made 
him a fortune. 

He is dead now. From AIDS. But unlike many oth¬ 
ers whose courageous journeys took them from 
poverty to higher grounds, Mr. Silver - who ac¬ 
knowledged his illness in its late stages - remained on 
record as not being sure how he contracted the dis¬ 
ease. This is the mid-90s. I ask myself why it matters 
that a public figure - especially a highly theatrical 
man of the city - cares enough to draw attention to 
himself as a victim of a disease, yet sidesteps the (what 
should be) irrelevant and righteously condemning 
question of how did you get it? 

Perhaps it matters because the answer I would like 
to hear from him would validate my own struggle, my 
own sense of dignity. And so if I am disappointed in 
Mr. Silver’s ambiguity, I am so because my feelings 
resonate so strongly with the many others who are 
willing to admit their full participation in this most 
liberating of experimentations - San Francisco. While 
the line snakes around Club Fugazi, Mr. Silver leaves 
us with a curtain call which is not so funny and gross¬ 
ly underproduced.

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Oral history 

We have been reading almost weekly now in the 
gay press that oral sex is safe, or that the risk is infin¬ 
itesimal. The monkey experiment was meaningless, 
unrelated to humans, HIV, or conditions related to 
oral sex, but the Center for Disease Control’s statistics 
are equally absurd. I was infected with HIV through 
oral sex this January, and seroconverted in late Feb¬ 
ruary (the fever, rash, and sore throat at the time were 
attributed to strep throat. Coincidentally, a regularly 
scheduled antibody test at the Coping Project six days 
after I had the symptoms read inconclusive. Later 
tests and a viral load confirmed the infection). It 
doesn’t matter how small the chances were of getting 
infected - for me, it is now 100%. Be warned! 

I have not had anal receptive sex since 1975. Once 
a CNN reporter asked how I was HIV-negative while 
my then-lover was diagnosed, and his crew burst out 
laughing when I said “hemorrhoids saved my life.” In 
the “old days,” before we all knew better, I had swal¬ 
lowed his cum five days after having two wisdom 
teeth pulled, just six months before he was diagnosed 
with full-blown AIDS, and I hadn’t become infected. 
Because of that, and reports of friends, I was 99% sure 
swallowing cum was okay, but not 100%, so since 
19851 have used non-lubricated condoms for oral sex 
with everyone but a handful of men I’ve known for a 
long time and trusted implicitly (my last lover is in 
the Air Force, so the government repeatedly con¬ 
firmed his status). I rarely have insertive anal sex, but 
have always used condoms for those same 11 years. 

I’ve been in several studies, including an epidemi¬ 
ology study at SFGH in 1985, the City Clinic Study, 
and U. C.’s Coping Project, so my sexual history is well 
documented. I had an HIV antibody test twice year¬ 
ly, with 20 negative results, so when arguing with ho¬ 
mophobes who talk about our “unhealthy lifestyles” 
I could always refer to a current reading. Readers 
should be convinced by now I’m a careful kind of guy. 

In January 1996 I had sex three times with a man 
who is too thick to swallow with a condom (rubber is 
harder to glide down). He came down my throat 
twice, and I thought it safer to swallow and let my 
stomach acids handle it than spit it out and have it in 
my mouth longer. Besides, the CDC confirms only 17 
oral cases of AIDS out of 513,000; more people have 
been hit by lightning, right? I had no cuts, sores, 
bleeding, or any other extenuating circumstances that 
I was aware of, but I became infected anyway. 

The shock of seroconverting has been devastating, 
but in trying to create something positive from my 
situation, I have offered myself practically on a plat¬ 
ter as a research subject. After all, how often do sci¬ 
entists find someone who knows exactly when and 
from whom they were infected? But nobody seems 
particularly interested in the oral transmission aspect 
of my infection. I called NIH, the CDC, and health 
and information services and projects all over San 
Francisco and New York, and have been thoroughly 
dumbfounded by my inability to even be counted as 
a statistic. What is required to be a “confirmed” case? 
Some readers might still doubt me, but my sexual 
practices have been chronicled for years - do they re¬ 
quire videotapes of all of my sex acts for the previous 
decade? There could be thousands like me who 
haven’t been counted. A doctor told a friend of mine 
there have been over 100 cases of oral HIV transmis¬ 
sion in Sacramento alone. The numbers coming from 
the CDC and cited in the new safer sex ads are worth¬ 
less. Oral sex is unquestionably less effective for HIV 
transmission than anal sex, and I believe without 
ejaculation it is safe, but don’t believe the danger of 
cum in the mouth is insignificant!

Your reader suggested that if the small, established 
Castro shops want to stay competitive with the newer 
chain stores, they would need to come up with inno¬ 
vative and community-supportive ideas that would 
earn local customers patronage. 

We couldn’t agree more. In our case, why should 
our customers buy their beauty supplies from us as 
opposed to any of the other local supply stores. Loy¬ 
alty is something you earn. It cannot be demanded 
and to expect it is naive. 

Since 1985, when Prisms Salon first opened its 
doors, we’ve experienced a lot of changes right along 
with our neighborhood we’ve served. Over the last 
eleven years, we’ve lost a half-dozen staff members to 
AIDS. Of the 6000 plus customers and friends we’ve 
served over the years, we couldn’t even begin to count 
all that we have lost to AIDS. And we’ve watched 
many of our fellow-merchants lose their businesses. 

We have also been very fortunate. We’ve survived 
the recession and skyrocketing rents in our neigh¬ 
borhood because of the loyalty of this community. 
Now it is our turn to give something back. 

Beginning July 1, 1996 Prisms Salon will donate 
every month, a portion of our entire retail profit to 
our neighbors at Under One Roof: The Shop For 
AIDS Relief. We selected this organization because of 
their creative fundraising methods that serve over 50 
Northern California AIDS service organizations. If 
your readers are not familiar with how this wonder¬ 
ful organization operates, we strongly encourage 
them to stop by their store at 2362-B Market Street.

y the time the Ross Perot 
founded Reform Party 
meets for a one-day confab 
in Long Beach August 11 and then 
reconvenes August 18 in Valley 
Forge to name its presidential and 
vice-presidential nominees, the 
new party is expected to have 
qualified for a ballot spot on a 
minimum of 38 of the 50 states, 
and possibly as many as 44. Some 
states have laws that make it near¬ 
ly impossible for Perots party to 
qualify as the “Reform” party (due 
to the fact it would have to be¬ 
come an entirely new, first-time 
party there), but in those remain¬ 
ing states where it cannot qualify, 
there are laws that allow an “Inde¬ 
pendent” party, where Perot or 
another candidate’s name could 
appear. No matter where you live 
in the U.S., expect to see Ross 
Perot as a third party candidate 
come November. 

It’s a foregone conclusion, ac¬ 
cording to most political experts, 
that the Texas billionaire will 
eventually be selected as the Re¬ 
form Party’s candidate for the 
White House. Although he picked 
up no electoral votes, Mr. Perot 
did pull over 19 million votes na¬ 
tionwide in the 1992 general 
election, about 20 per¬ 
cent of the vote. 

Richard Lamm, a 
former Democratic gov¬ 
ernor of Colorado and 
now a Reformer him¬ 
self, is favored to be 
Perot’s veep. The two 
are expected to 
accept their 
nominations 
in Valley Forge 
on August 18, 

one week before the Democrats 
meet in Chicago. 

What issues will Perot and his 
backers run on against Clinton 
and Dole? This writer was able to 
obtain a partial list of their party’s 
goals as they look to November. 

The Reform Party platform 
calls for passage of a constitution¬ 
al amendment to balance the fed¬ 
eral budget; a ban on gifts to 
White House officials and mem¬ 
bers of Congress; retirement and 
health plans for White House offi¬ 
cials and Congress no better than 
average people get; voting on Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays instead of 
Tuesdays; elimination of the Elec¬ 
toral College so the president is 
elected by a direct vote; passage of 
term limits for Congress; passage 
of a fairer, paperless tax system 
that raises enough money each 
year to pay all federal bills; ap¬ 
proval by voters of all tax increas¬ 
es; and a lifetime ban on former 
elected officials and federal em¬ 
ployees lobbying for foreign inter¬ 
ests. The platform will be adopt¬ 
ed formally in Long Beach August 
11, only one day before the GOP 
Convention gets underway only a 
hundred miles south in San 
Diego. 

Whether or not Ross Perot’s 
second run for president can gen¬ 
erate the interest it did four years 
ago remains to be seen. Many po¬ 
litical analysts say Perot has lost 
much of the credibility he once 
had. However, the man still has 
reportedly as much as $4 billion, 
and that kind of money can buy a 
lot of interest, if not excitement. 

Politics and poker 

I have received a few letters 
lately from readers extolling 
Ralph Nader and the Green 
Party ticket. He’s a “real alterna¬ 


tive to the two-faced Clinton we 
supported last time,” one 
reader declared. 

Really? I have fol¬ 
lowed Mr. Nader’s ca¬ 
reer somewhat over 
the years, and while 
he’s certainly a re¬ 
spected consumer ad¬ 
vocate, when it comes 
to advocating 
for civil rights, 
particularly 
the rights of 
gays and lesbians, 
Mr. Nader comes up short. 

It puzzles me that gays are 
publicly promoting a vote for him 
over Bill Clinton or advising to 
sit out this election altogether. 
From where I stand, the only 
benefactor of that “strategy” 
would be Bob Dole and the Re¬ 
publican Party. 

Rep. rips Ralph: Openly gay 
Rep. Barney Frank, in response 
to those California gay/lesbian 
voters pissed at Clinton and 
threatening to back Nader, fired 
off this salvo: “What has Ralph 
Nader ever done for gay and les¬ 
bian civil rights? Clinton, on the 
other hand, has done any number 
of things. Why would any gay or 
lesbian vote for Nader, who dis¬ 
misses support for gay and lesbian 
rights as ‘gonadal politics’?” 
Amen, Barney. 

No-show Bob: GOP prexy 
hopeful Dole snubbed the recent 
U.S. Conference of Mayors in 
Cleveland, where one third of the 
507 mayors in attendance were 
Republicans, including those 
from such large cities as San 
Diego, LA, NYC, Miami, Indi¬ 
anapolis, Louisville, Toledo and 
Santa Fe. “A stupid mistake,” 
grumbled one well-known GOP 
mayor, speaking of Dole’s deci¬ 
sion to bypass the confab. The 
mayors listened to an impas¬ 
sioned speech by President Clin¬ 
ton, who even the Republicans 
applauded for showing enough 
interest to attend. 

Aww! Bad news for Pat 
Buchanan. The GOP, with Bob 
Dole’s full approval, are going to 
muzzle this guy like a vicious pit 
bull at their August convention, 
and Pat and his female alter ego, 
sister/campaign manager Bay 
Buchanan, are damned unhappy. 

The first real hint of a 


Buchanan squelching came last 
week when GOP National Chair¬ 
man Haley Barbour was asked if 
Buchanan would have a choice 
spot at the podium. He eventual¬ 
ly stammered, “There will be 
hardly any speeches this year in 
the interest of time,” adding that 
“there will certainly be more con¬ 
trol over the program this year 
than there was in 1992.”

Migden was the focus of a major 
story in Sunday’s Chron regarding 
her new job in Sacramento. The 
woman is doing just fine, thank 
you. Yeah, I know she has some 
hard edges, is tough, and maybe 
even a bit of a self-promoter as 
the Chron story points out, but 
while not always agreeing with 
her, I like Migden. Having a 
“sandpaper exterior” while deal¬ 
ing with some people is just fine 
with me as long as the she gets the 
job done, and there is not a more 
dedicated, hard-working, caring 
legislator in Sacramento - and 
that is what really matters. Case 
closed. 

The Utah state Senate last 
week asked Third District Judge 
Dennis Frederick to dismiss an 
ACLU suit accusing senators there 
of violating the open meetings act 
when they discussed gay student 
clubs in secret in January. The 
senators are reportedly quite wor¬ 
ried about the upcoming judicial 
ruling. 

A friend of mind was laid to 
rest Saturday. Several of us took a 
potluck dinner (I made my 
world-famous potato salad, of 
course) over to my friend’s griev¬ 
ing partner’s house Sunday to 
watch the Gay Day Parade with 
him - the first time in 15 years I 
haven’t been there in person. 

The Parade Committee, as 
usual, did a hell of a job. Jim 
Gabbert and my longtime friend 
Ginger Casey were splendid on 
KOFY-TV. A great public service!

T his may be difficult to visu¬ 
alize because of the olfacto¬ 
ry aspect, but give it a try 
anyway: You’re standing on a 
wooden plank walkway, a railing 
keeping you from strolling across 
a hillside encrusted with white, 
yellow and tan sulfur crystals or 
splashing in pools into which 
boiling water is bubbling up out 
of the ground. You wave away 
steam that smells like cigar ash to 
view jagged peaks about two miles 
away that still tower above you. 
One of them tops out 2,400 feet 
above the elevation at which you 
currently stand - about halfway to 
where the mountain slope of 
which it used to be a part once 
culminated. A number of yards 
past where you stand, the creek 
heated by the boiling springs con¬ 
tinues into a deep canyon. 

The vents by which you stand 
were smack-dab in the middle of 
a volcano at the end of the last ice 
age, about 11,000 years ago. After 
a number of eruptions drained 
magma out through a number of 
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side vents, this volcano collapsed 
to form a caldera. That bowl has 
been further eroded down, first by 
glaciers and continuing today by 
hot streams. Looking again at the 
peaks that used to be part of its 
sides, and realizing you’re stand¬ 
ing at 7,000 feet above sea level, 
you try to imagine the volcanic 
cone that rose nearly another 
mile to 11,400 and stood 
about four miles across. A 
one-syllable expletive 
emerges from your mouth, 
that one syllable taking 
three or four seconds to 
pronounce. 

Some lesbians are 
big on Mother Earth 
as the powerful 
yet nurturing 
Goddess Gaia, 
feel kin to Her 
and hug trees 

(not just metaphorically). Some 
lesbians are outdoors animals, al¬ 
ways off clambering over some 
mountain range or another. Per¬ 
haps it’s in thq volcano enthusiasts 
that the twain meet. I’ve not met 
bunches of women who are suck¬ 
ers for volcanic phenomena, but 
in those I have, there’s been an 
understated passion. 

No doubt part of that enthusi¬ 
asm is an appreciation of the 
stark, weird beauty in the evi¬ 
dence of a living, active Earth - in 
the locales and features some peo¬ 
ple always want to label Devil’s 
This or Hell’s That, as though 
there is beauty only in the pretty 
and non-threatening. Volcanoes, 
like earthquakes, disrupt the sta¬ 
bility of the very ground we walk 
on; they threaten destruction of 
the structures we throw up for 
stability. 

Appealing refusal 

Perhaps the draw for women 
who love each other, and sense 
that a kinship with our home 
planet is part and parcel of that 
love, is that volcanoes equal the 
Earth’s refusal to be passive, avail¬ 
able and giving. When Mt. St. He¬ 
lens was building up to its most 
recent major eruption (and she’s 
the liveliest in the Cascades), a 
woman photographer spent time 
snapping photos all over the 
mountain until she got an intu¬ 
ition that the mountain was 
telling her it was time to leave. She 
thanked the mountain, then made 
her way down, and was far 
enough away to observe in safety 
the eruption that took place the 
very next day. 

The Bacchanal, a women’s bar 
on Solano Avenue in Albany, gave 
her space for a showing of her

prints and scheduled a presenta¬ 
tion. I went to that with my lover 
at the time, Kristie— an excellent 
photographer in her own right. 
The place was packed with 
women who nodded and smiled 
at the photographer’s tale of feel¬ 
ing drawn to a mountain’s state¬ 
ment of Mom’s power. 

Kristie and I had already 
made two trips to Lassen 
Volcanic National Park, 
where the Cascades 
meet the Sierra Nevada. I’d 
learned about Lassen in 
grammar school but had 
never gone there. Even 
though it was one of 
California’s national 
parks and had 
erupted in liv¬ 
ing memory 
(1915), it was 
still remote in 
terms of geography and appeal. 
Indeed, the park’s current mar¬ 
keting slogan is “Lassen, the One 
and Lonely.” 

I’m glad it doesn’t have the ap¬ 
peal of a Yosemite, because that 
keeps the crowds down. Lassen is 
a textbook of the processes that 
transform the face of the Earth. 
Boiling springs, fumaroles (steam 
vents), mud pots, stunted trees, 
climbable cinder cones, lava boul¬ 
ders sitting miles from where they 
were blown out of the moun¬ 
tain— is it just a girl thing to thrill 
at the sight? Or was I getting all 
cosmic muffiny under the excuse 
of acclimating to altitude before 
hiking up Mt. Shasta? More clues 
next week.

P or decades, American gays 
and lesbians have researched 
w and publicized evidence of 
the homosexuality of famous gays 
and lesbians in the past, including 
figures from the American Revo¬ 
lution. Just like African-Americans 
pointing to the role of Crispus At- 
tucks during the Boston Massacre, 
and American Jews glorifying 
Haym Solomon’s contributions to 
financing the Continental Army, 
American gays and lesbians have 
searched for gay heroes in our na¬ 
tion’s founding drama. 

Finding fellow travelers who 
played a role in the genesis of the 
country is a way of asserting a 
community’s ownership of part of 
American history, and its contin¬ 
uing right to exist in America. 
Blacks, Jews, and gays have all un¬ 
derstandably felt nervous about 
whether the rest of America con¬ 
sidered their place in American 
society to be secure - and so they 
have emphasized past contribu¬ 
tions to important American his¬ 
torical events. (A similar process 
takes place within the gay and les¬ 
bian community when drag 
queens or people of color who feel 
marginalized assert that they were 
responsible for the Stonewall re¬ 
bellion.) 

Of course, claiming that gays 
contributed to the American Rev¬ 
olution is quite different from 
demonstrating that specific fa¬ 
mous Revolutionaries had same- 
sex relationships or identities that 
we would recognize as “gay.” In¬ 
deed, there is scant evidence of 
Americans before the late-19th 
century whose identities em¬ 
braced same-sex sexuality. 
Nonetheless, in honor of our na¬ 
tion’s 220th birthday, here are 
three men who have been put for¬ 
ward as gay heroes of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution:

individuals.” No, no, no. My copy 
read, “Somebody who realizes 
saying society’s resources assumes 
they all belong to society, not to 
individuals.” 

In other words, “What you 
mean ‘society’s resources,’ pale¬ 
face?” Here’s a concept: people 
with wealth have often created or 
earned that wealth themselves. To 
say it should be “redistributed” is 
to say it should be taken from 


them and given to somebody who 
didn’t earn or create it. What 
makes this right? What makes the 
people who would set themselves 
up as the redistributors so right¬ 
eous and trustworthy? What 
would make this more ethical 
than expanded opportunity for 
those with less, or those with less 
finding and using the opportuni¬ 
ties that exist? 

This is merely the same skep¬ 
ticism that inspired a new saying 
suitable for bumper stickers, etc.: 
“Real Capitalists Don’t Take Gov¬ 
ernment Subsidies.” ▼ 


Alexander Hamilton. 
Jonathan Ned Katz’s Gay Ameri¬ 
can History, published in the bi¬ 
centennial year of 1976, contains 
several letters from the future first 
secretary of the treasury to fellow 
Revolutionary soldier John Lau¬ 
rens. The letters are filled with 
passion and innuendo, such as 
when he ended a 1779 letter with: 
“I have gratified my feelings, by 
lengthening out the only kind of 
intercourse now in my power 
with my friend.” 

• Baron Friedrich Von Steuben. 
Randy Shilts’ 1993 book Conduct 
Unbecoming makes a strong case 
that Von Steuben - a Prussian 
military hero whom Benjamin 
Franklin recruited to help train 
the Continental Army - was gay. 
Steuben left Europe under accu¬ 
sations of “having taken familiar¬ 
ities with young boys.” He arrived 
at Valley Forge, where he led Con¬ 
tinental soldiers in uniform drills 
and military exercises - and be¬ 
came close friends with both 
Hamilton and Laurens. He was 
eventually promoted to division 
commander right before the war 
was finally won at Yorktown. 

• George Washington. Al¬ 
though his view is accepted by few 
scholars, in a 1993 article, “George 
Washington’s Gay Mess: Was the 
Father of Our Country a Queen?” 
University of Massachusetts Pro¬ 
fessor Charley Shively argued in 
the affirmative. Shively’s assump¬ 
tions and methods are unconven¬ 
tional, as he asserts, “Assume 
everyone is homosexual until 
proven otherwise.” His article 
(which was printed without foot¬ 
notes) nonetheless does a yeo¬ 
man’s job of questioning the as¬ 
sumptions of traditional histori¬ 
ans that all famous people are 
straight unless evidence of repeat¬ 
ed same-sex intercourse can be 
proven beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 

Shively’s portrait of Washing¬ 


ton is one of a prissy queen “who 
spent hours fussing over his uni¬ 
form, his hairdo, his sword, and 
other military paraphernalia.” He 
surrounded himself with hand¬ 
some and brave young soldiers, 
and evinced little interest in 
women, including Martha - with 
whom he bore no children. 

How much evidence does it 
take to prove that a George Wash¬ 
ington or an Alexander Hamilton 
was gay? And if they were gay, does 
it matter? Scholars struggle with 
questions like these all the time. 
Certainly, knowing that important 
people in the past were “gay” can 
help boost the self-esteem of gays 
and lesbians, especially youth. But 
rather than re-writing “straight” 
biographies of American heroes to 
make them “gay” biographies, a 
more promising project (albeit 
more ambitious) would be to look 
at the biographies of all famous 
Americans of the past with an un¬ 
derstanding of the complex nature 
of human sexuality - and the im¬ 
potence of labels like “straight” or 
“gay” as applied to people who 
never encountered any such cate¬ 
gories. ▼

R epresentatives of Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Voters Organized In Coali¬ 
tion for the Election (VOICES 
’96) were in San Francisco to meet 
with activists Saturday, June 29, 
and although they were disap¬ 
pointed in the attendance, they 
stressed people can still get in¬ 
volved in activities planned for 
the Republican National Conven¬ 
tion in San Diego next month. 

Only about eight people at¬ 
tended the town hall meeting that 
was led by VOICES ’96 staff mem¬ 
bers Heather Lade and Alex Gar¬ 
ner at the Women’s Building. San 
Francisco resident Jerry Berbiar 
was also on hand, and urged peo¬ 
ple to call him if they want to par¬ 
ticipate in events that have been 
scheduled. 

VOICES ’96 has organized sev¬ 
eral events during the August 12-15 
GOP convention. They include a 
march and rally on August 12, a 
queer youth speak-out and an 
AIDS demonstration on August 13, 
and a progressive coalition march 
and rally on August 15. [See stories, 
this page and following page.] 

Lade and Garner said they are 
working on community-building 
in various cities until the conven¬ 
tion. Additionally, they empha¬ 
sized that VOICES ’96 is a non¬ 
partisan group that is striving for 
inclusion of all groups for the var¬ 
ious events. 

“VOICES ’96 needs to convey a 
united community. We need 
everyone on board,” Lade said. “We 
have a very inclusive platform and 
we’re really committed to that.” 


Multi-issue group 

The group is working with 
three national organizations, the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), 
the National Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force (NLGTF), and Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation 
(GLAAD). However, Lade and 
Garner pointed out that VOICES 
’96 will retain control over events 
during convention week. 

“We recognize the need for a 
multi-issue group,” Garner said. 
“We want to expose the religious 
views of the Republican Party. 
This is really about taking action 
and about the queer community 
being organized, and these are the 
messages we’re going to convey.” 

He reviewed the group’s plat¬ 
form, noting several items are at 
its core. They include: legal pro¬ 
tection against discrimination 
based on sexual orientation; 
recognition of the rights of les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der families, including the right to 
adoption, child custody, foster 
parenting, and the freedom to 
marry; social acknowledgment 
and condemnation of anti-gay 
prejudice, intolerance, and vio¬ 
lence based on sexual orientation; 
increased funding for research 
and quality, accessible health care 
for people with AIDS/HIV, breast 
cancer, and other serious diseases; 
and school and community-based 
support for queer youth. 

Garner also said the group is 
hoping for a strong presence from 
Bay Area residents. 

“San Francisco has such a 
wonderful history of responding,” 
he said. 

In order to help lower expens¬ 


es for those going, VOICES ’96 
has established a housing hotline 
and is setting up community 
housing that will be available on a 
first-come, first-serve basis. There 
will be a central site at the San 
Diego Lesbian and Gay Men’s 
Community Center that will also 
have housing and other informa¬ 
tion. 

Lade pointed out the group 
hopes to have the “largest gather¬ 
ing of queers in the history of any 
convention” when they stage their 
demonstrations next month. 

Garner added that VOICES ’96 
has received press coverage in San 
Diego as well as from national 
news organizations. 

Lade said members of VOICES 
’96 stood in line for 76 hours to 
get the first eight permits to use 
the free speech area at the con¬ 
vention. That itself gave the group 
additional media exposure, Lade 
noted. 

“The permit process was gru- 
eling,“ Lade said. “We had to have 
eight people in line for 76 hours.” 

Garner emphasized that the 
week of the convention will be 
hectic, and urged those planning 
to attend to arrive the weekend 
before the event. “We’re taking the 
challenge of mobilizing thou¬ 
sands of gay and lesbian people to 
come to San Diego and convey 
strong messages,” he said. ▼

Gay billboards to be 
displayed in San Diego 
during convention

The nonprofit group Gay and 
Lesbian Families of America 
(GLFA) has announced it will run 
billboard and bus shelter ads in 
the San Diego area during next 
month’s Republican National 
Convention. 

The organization has rented 12 
billboards and 17 bus shelter ads, 
strategically placed throughout 
the downtown, Hillcrest, and 
Harbor areas of San Diego. The 
ads will be located on all the city’s 
major arteries and will be visible 
to area residents and visitors, or¬ 
ganizers said. 

The first billboard shows an 
actual four generation family 
photo in a backyard, barbecue- 
style setting. The tag reads “Some¬ 
one you know and love is gay.” 


“Those appearing on the bill¬ 
boards are real people from all 
walks of life,” said Brad Diskin, 
one of the founders of GLFA. 

GLFA is also planning to place 
several display ads in key San 
Diego publications, designed to 
attract both local and national 
media attention, he said. 

The media blitz is scheduled to 
begin July 15 and continue 
through August 15. The estimat¬ 
ed cost of the entire project is 
$37,000, according to Diskin. 

The billboard campaign will 
focus on three themes: family, 
workplace, and basic human 
rights. The objective is to deliver a 
positive message to mainstream 
America from the gay communi¬ 
ty, and to direct national attention 
to the broad spectrum of diversi¬ 
ty that exists among gay and les¬ 
bian families. 


Diskin noted that the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion (GLAAD) chapter in San 
Diego has taken on the official 
sponsorship of the media cam¬ 
paign. 

GLFA is dedicated to present¬ 
ing positive images of gays and 
lesbians during the weeks coin¬ 
ciding with the GOP convention 
that will be held August 12-15. 
The organization was launched by 
Diskin, Gene Burkard, and Don 
Belcher, and has been endorsed by 
the city of San Diego’s Human Re¬ 
lations Commission and the San 
Diego chapter of PFLAG. ▼

esbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Voters Orga¬ 
nized in Coalition for the 
Election (VOICES ’96) has filed 
suit against the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee (RNC) and the 
city of San Diego, seeking an in¬ 
junction prohibiting them from 
moving demonstrators’ “free 
speech zone” during next month’s 
GOP convention. 

LGBT VOICES ’96 is repre¬ 
sented in United States District 
Court in San Diego by the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
Foundation of San Diego and Im¬ 
perial counties. The San Diego 
chapter of the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women (NOW) and the 
Chicano Federation of San Diego 
County have joined with VOICES 
’96 in seeking the injunction. 

“We’re hoping for the suit to be 
settled by the end of July,” Tony 
Valenzuela, VOICES ’96 co-chair, 
told the B.A.R. 

He added they will be filing a 
brief this week in federal court. 

In February, the San Diego Po¬ 
lice Department announced that it 
has selected a parking lot at 4th 
Avenue and K Street, directly 
across from the San Diego Con¬ 
vention Center, as the designated 
site for the Special Events Area 
where demonstrations would be 
held during the Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention August 12-15. 
According to Valenzuela, the site 
was selected by the police depart¬ 
ment because it met security, lo¬ 
gistical, and constitutional criteria. 
The FBI and Secret Service en¬ 
dorsed the selected site. 


The contract between the RNC 
and the city allows the RNC author¬ 
ity to approve security plans for the 
convention. And in what Valenzuela 
said was an apparent partisan polit¬ 
ical endeavor to move protests as far 
away as possible from the conven¬ 
tion, the RNC proposed the Special 
Events Area be relocated a third of a 
mile south to another parking lot. 

In an attempted compromise, 
San Diego City Manager Jack Mc- 
Grory moved the free speech zone 
to another parking lot three full 
city blocks away from the original 
site, which is logistically inferior 
for staging demonstrations and 
rallies, Valenzuela said. 

“The city calls the new site a 
‘compromise.’ The only thing that 
has been compromised is the First 
Amendment,” said Jordan Budd, 
managing attorney of the ACLU 
Foundation of San Diego and Im¬ 
perial counties. “The RNC has no 
right to demand that the city of 
San Diego offer up the constitu¬ 
tional rights of its citizens as the 
price tag for hosting the Republi¬ 
can National Convention.” 

Budd cited previous federal 
court cases that have determined 
protesters must be allowed within 
eyesight and earshot of conven¬ 
tion delegates. 

“After months of being told by 
the San Diego police and the city 
that the ‘free speech area’ would be 
at 4th and K, it is evident in the 
last minute decision to change the 
location that the RNC does not 
want voices of dissent at its front 
door,” commented Brenda Schu¬ 
macher, LGBT VOICES ’96 co¬ 
chair. “This is clearly a move by 
the City of San Diego.to placate 
the RNC by negotiating away our 
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constitutional rights.” 

Schumacher said that the com¬ 
promise site is “riddled with prob¬ 
lems,” including its distance from 
the convention center and its in¬ 
accessibility to people with dis¬ 
abilities because the ground is cov¬ 
ered with wood chips and small 
trees. It is also next to a noisy rail¬ 
road track and can only be 
reached by one paved pathway. 

The RNC has made the claim 
that the parking lot at the 4th and 
K site is needed for a “special 
needs area” to shuttle delegates 
with disabilities to and from the 
convention center. 

Schumacher said that excuse is 
an attempt to “pit one minority 
group against all the rest,” and 
added VOICES ’96 has been work¬ 
ing in coalition with the special 
needs community. 

Meanwhile, VOICES ’96 and 
several allied organizations were 
first in line to apply for permits for 
the free speech area. VOICES ’96 is 
planning several events during the 
week of the GOP convention. ▼

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Former San Franciscan 
builds AIDS awareness 
in Mexico

B ill Wolf did not intend to 
become a leading AIDS ed¬ 
ucator when he moved to 
Oaxaca, Mexico, in 1991. 

After visiting and growing 
fonder of the Southern Mexican 
region for years, Wolf packed up 
his life in San Francisco and 
moved south with the intentions 
of getting involved with Oaxaca’s 
vibrant arts community. 

But with a new AIDS organi¬ 
zation just forming in Oaxaca and 
Wolf’s knowledge of AIDS educa¬ 
tion in San Francisco, a place 
seemed to be waiting for him. 

Wolf helped form Frente 
Comun Contra el SIDA, or “Com¬ 
mon Front Against AIDS,” an 
AIDS awareness organization 
whose simple, straightforward 
message is getting heard now 
throughout Mexico. [See accom¬ 
panying story, next page.] 

Few AIDS organizations exist 
outside of Mexico City, Wolf said, 
and Oaxaca, as one of the poorest 
and most rural of Mexican states, 
had received little attention with 
regards to AIDS awareness and 
education. 

Frente began its educational 
programming talking to teachers 
and then to schoolchildren aged 
ten and older, educating them 
about HIV and AIDS and how to 
protect themselves from being in¬ 
fected. 

“The talks begin with very 
basic scientific knowledge and 
facts about HIV and AIDS,” Wolf 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “So by 
the time we’re talking about sex, 
we can talk about these things 
with objective treatment.” 

Educational materials accom¬ 
panying the programs are basic 
black-and-white drawings show¬ 
ing which behaviors can lead to 
the spread of HIV and which 
can’t. Under headings of “Si Da” 
(you can get it) and “No Da” (you 
can’t get it) are simple pictures 
such as people shaking hands, 
playing sports, kissing, receiving a 
blood transfusion, and engaging 
in sex. The pictures represent men 
with women, women with 
women, and men with men. 

“We do not have a moral mes¬ 
sage, we h$ve a medical message,” 
Wolf said. “We tell them that this 
virus does not discriminate, and 
we try to emphasize that the best 
way to protect yourself is to stay 
in a life-long, committed, monog¬ 
amous relationship. 


“The message is the same to 
everybody, and that is to do what 
you can to stop this virus from 
spreading from one person to an¬ 
other.” 

No organized opposition 

The simplicity of the message 
and the feeling of compassionate 
education has been received well 
in Oaxaca. Frente shares its pro¬ 
grams with parent groups, usual¬ 
ly after the school children have 
had their program, and the par¬ 
ents are grateful for the education. 

“We’re breaking ground,” Wolf 
said. “We’re talking to people who 
have heard very little about 
AIDS.” 

That “clean slate,” he said, is 
beneficial - especially to parent 
groups - because there are no or¬ 
ganized groups already opposed 
to Frente’s message. 

“If we get 90 minutes with 
them with an open mind, we leave 
a good lesson with them,” he said. 
“They love their children very 
much, and they appreciate what 
we are teaching them.” 

Recruiting volunteers for 
Frente has been a challenge, Wolf 
said, because of a wide spectrum 
of the gay community in Oaxaca 
- between those locked in the 


closet and those totally out of the 
closet. 

“They are out among them¬ 
selves,” Wolf said. “They go to the 
bars, the events, the pageants, but 
they’d never consider being out in 
public. This was difficult for us 
because from the beginning we 
solicited their help.” 

But Wolf said Frente was able 
to get good assistance from Oaxa¬ 
cans through the artistic commu¬ 
nity. 

“People feel they can con¬ 
tribute that way without revealing 
their sexuality,” Wolf said. 

Frente’s latest target of out¬ 
reach has been the campesinos - 
male migrant workers who travel 
up and down the Pacific Coast. 
This group, Wolf said, has recent¬ 
ly shown much higher incidence 
of AIDS, likely coming from sexu¬ 
al encounters with prostitutes and 
with each other along the routes 
they travel working the fields. The 
workers carry HIV back to their 
pueblos in Mexico, where the 
virus can be spread further. 

Wolf is hoping to reach the 
campesinos with Frente’s AIDS 
awareness messages not only in 
Oaxaca, but through a possible 
network of AIDS organizations

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AIDS campaign to reach 
indigenous population

nly recently have Americans 
taken a particular interest in 
their southern neighbor, 
and the plight of Mexico’s indige¬ 
nous people to gain recognition 
in a nation already struggling with 
poverty, class tensions, and polit¬ 
ical corruption. But despite a 
heightened awareness after the 
Chiapas rebellion in 1994 and in¬ 
creasing mobilization efforts, 
Mexico’s large indigenous popu¬ 
lation continues to be marginal¬ 
ized, if not completely bypassed, 
by various programs that cannot 
serve this sector’s complex native 
language network and extremely 
remote locations. 

Coupled with a recent census 
report counting the country’s 
population at 91 million and 
growing, with birth rates unceas¬ 
ingly high, Mexico’s uninformed 
remain in dire need of education 
concerning health issues, only one 
of which is AIDS prevention. 

Late last year, despite the fore¬ 
boding prospect of these language 
barriers and remote pueblo loca¬ 
tions, an independent organiza¬ 
tion in the southern state of Oax¬ 
aca (pronounced “WaHAka”) 
launched a program tackling the 
linguistic obstacles generally 
avoided by past groups. 

Frente Comun contra el SIDA 
(Common Front against AIDS) 
and its educational director Bill 
Wolf have been active now for 
over five years, coordinating edu¬ 
cation packets and lectures direct¬ 
ed toward preventing the spread 
of HIV and AIDS in Oaxaca City 
and surrounding pueblos that are 
sometimes two hours outside any 
visible road access. Now the group 
finds itself undertaking perhaps 
its greatest task to date: the trans¬ 
lation of their prototype cam¬ 
paign into nine indigenous lan¬ 
guages. 

The state of Oaxaca itself is 
comprised of seven main regions, 
in which nine principle indige¬ 
nous languages are used. Wolf 
said that each of these nine has at 
least two to three variants, 
proposing that as many as 27 id¬ 
ioms exist in Oaxaca state alone. 

“None of us in the organiza¬ 
tion speaks any of these native 
languages,” Wolf stated, “so you 
can imagine the problems this 
poses.” 

Common Front and Wolf

called upon the expertise of high 
school graduates whose native 
tongues are these Indian dialects. 
The volunteer translators were 
brought to the city from various 
surrounding towns for only four 
days. The team of students, work¬ 
ing at a local university radio sta¬ 
tion, managed to record transla¬ 
tions of nine indigenous lan¬ 
guages used throughout regions 
in the state, including Zapoteco, 
Chocho, Ixcateco, Chinanteco, 
and Mixe. 

Honey=bodily fluids 

But the pilot program remains 
in its testing stages as various lin¬ 
guistic technicalities require some 
fine-tuning, Wolf admitted. 

“First of all, most of these lan¬ 
guages go by a phonetic alphabet. 
Almost none are consistently 
written down,” Wolf explained, 
after emphasizing the amount of 
training volunteer translators 
needed to assure that no scientif¬ 
ic explanations were confused or 
misinterpreted. 

“Also, every one of these lan¬ 
guages has an old version, used by 
the ancianos, and a new version 
used by the youth,” he continued. 

“We had to come up with a 
uniformity of correct scientific 
terms that wouldn’t offend the el¬ 
ders, since they often use eu¬ 
phemisms for body parts or hy¬ 
gienic terminology.” For example, 
their word for “honey” might act 
as a substitute for our use of the 
term “bodily fluids,” Wolf said. 

After the recording project is 
finished, the tapes Will be trans¬ 
ported to various indigenous 


communities, along with illustra¬ 
tive charts and condom supplies, 
to begin widespread instruction 
in over a thousand communities. 

Of the 25,000 cases of AIDS re¬ 
ported in Mexico, Oaxaca carries 
an estimated 420. Officials fear 
that numbers could increase, and 
include members of these indige¬ 
nous communities who remain in 
the high-risk category because of 
their constant migration within 
the state and beyond. 

Moreover, the practice of 
polygamy in some of these com¬ 
munities increases the risk of 
transmission if preventive mea¬ 
sures are not practiced or even 
known. 

But according to Wolf, AIDS 
awareness in Oaxaca has grown 
tremendously in the short time he 
has spent there. Five years ago, he 
was so overwhelmed to find 
mugshots of HIV-infected people 
printed in the crime section of the 
local papers, that he began a cam¬ 
paign to educate and inform the 
local press on victim rights and 
correct usage of AIDS terminolo¬ 
gy- 

Since then, this social indict¬ 
ment has been completely abol¬ 
ished, and AIDS information has 
been imparted to needy commu¬ 
nities well off the beaten track and 
the government’s public educa¬ 
tion budget. ▼

rade, and [Community College 
Board Trustee] Andrea Shorter, 
who was appointed by Mayor 
Brown,” Goodwin told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “And City Attor¬ 
ney Louise Renne, because she 
was going to go out of town and 
wanted to ride in the parade 
early. 

“I had nothing to do with the 
route line-up.” 

In fact, Goodwin said that the 
mayor’s office itself had concerns 
about the management of the 
annual event, and would shortly 
meet to discuss them with pa¬ 
rade officials. 

According to Supervisor 
Susan Leal, however, after word 
got out that parade officials ac¬ 
commodated the mayor’s request 
for changes for certain officials, it 
was only natural that other 
politicians, especially queer ones 
in a queer parade, would seek the 
same VIP treatment.

Gays and 

lesbians kick butts

T obacco is a major health 
problem in the queer com¬ 
munity. Studies consistent¬ 
ly show that smoking rates are 
higher among gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender people; 
blame it on problems of self- 
worth, peer pressure, or the fact 
that most queers have only bars as 
a coming-out environment, but 
the fact is that gay smokers start 
younger and smoke more. 

Fortunately, there is help to quit 
the deadly habit, which causes lung 
cancer, emphysema, and bronchial 
infections; destroys immune sys¬ 
tems; and also feeds the coffers of 
the likes of North Carolina Sena¬ 
tor Jesse Helms. The Coalition of 
Lavender Americans on Smoking 
and Health (CLASH), the Pacific 
Research and Training Alliance, 
and Stepping Stone of San Diego 
have been awarded a federal grant 
from the Center for Substance 
Abuse Prevention to hold a con¬ 
ference about smoking in the 
queer community. 

The conference, called “Alive 
With Pleasure,” will develop pub¬ 
lic policy and media advocacy to 
prevent the ill health effects of to¬ 
bacco and alcohol use in the 
L/G/B/T community. This is the 
first time federal funding has been 
given for a queer-focused group. 
The conference will be held Octo¬ 
ber 3 and 4 at the San Francisco 
Airport Clarion Hotel. 

Until then, several groups offer 
support, meetings, and tips for 
queer smokers on how to kick 
that habit. 

Don’t Bette your life away 

The most important, and suc¬ 
cessful, are groups composed of 
gay and lesbian smokers. People 
are able to discuss their smoking 
in a queer context: our early gay 
life in bars, the classic smoking 
pick-up lines, and the many ways 
smoking has ingratiated itself into 
our culture, down to stereotypical 
Bette Davis poses. 

One of the movers and shakers 
behind the quit smoking move¬ 
ment is Gloria Soliz, who has 
worked with many organizations, 
including CLASH and the Lyon- 
Martin Women’s Health Services. 
She’s run over 30 support groups 
to help queers quit the habit, in¬ 
cluding the popular groups 
known as The Last Drag. 



Tina's Specialty Market on 
Sanchez was one Castro merchant 
to voluntarily give up tobacco ad¬ 
vertising and get a certificate. 


“Many of us from a certain gen¬ 
eration were raised on smoking,” 
she told the B.A.R. “Even young 
people are [still] coming out in 
places that encourage drinking and 
smoking. It’s unfortunate that we 
don’t have places to provide an al¬ 
ternative. Certainly LYRIC has 
done that, and when we get our 
new Center we need to plan for a 
place for young kids to be in a sub- 


stance-free environment.” 

According to Soliz, CLASH 
was started by some people in to¬ 
bacco control programs related to 
the 1988 anti-smoking ballot 
measure Proposition 99, and by 
some community activists. They 
gathered research and watched 
the gay and lesbian media, as well 
as other groups that may have 
taken sponsorship funding from 
tobacco corporations eager to 
turn the queer community into a 
cancer-ridden target market. 

“We had two goals,” Soliz told 
the B.A.R. “To get funding for 
queer-sensitive programming 
from Proposition 99 in our com¬ 
munity - specifically for our com¬ 
munity - and to raise the issue of 
the tobacco problem in the com¬ 
munity itself. We also put out the 


first smoke-free restaurant list¬ 
ings, before the city ordinance 
went into effect.” 

The City of San Francisco paid 
for the Tobacco-Free project and 
publication of the booklet. Posters 
also went out, which are available 
through the Tobacco Free Project. 

Soliz understands how sub¬ 
stance abuse has always been a 
part of the community. “Alcohol 
ads have basically been the bread 
and butter of our publications,” 
she admits. “We’re not talking 
about the magazines being bad. 
It’s the tobacco industry that’s our 
enemy. They’re trivializing our 
health and our lives, while giving 
money to politicians who make 
the public think it’s all right to 
brutalize us.” 

To combat this vicious cycle, 
does Soliz envision a completely 
smoke-free world with tobacco 
prohibitions? “The object is not to 
make it illegal,” she assures. “The 
goal is a public health goal. Elim¬ 
inate the advertising and create 
public pressure that says it’s really 
unacceptable to smoke in public, 
that second-hand smoke be elim¬ 
inated from public places. Ninety 
percent of the people who smoke 
start before age 19. If the tobacco 
industry gets a customer, it’s most 
likely to be someone under 19. 


Then they’ve got ’em for life. 
That’s what we’re trying to elimi¬ 
nate, the opportunity for new 
smokers,’’.particularly young gay 
and lesbian smokers. 

To counter that, CLASH and 
other groups continue their work. 
The Last Drag will start new quit 
smoking groups four different 
times in the next year. Soliz claims 
over a 47 percent success rate, de¬ 
pending on the group. This re¬ 
porter is among those successful 
attendees. T

East Bay firm’s HIV 
urine test is just 
around the corner

n advisory panel of the 
Food and Drug Adminis- 
f tration (FDA) recommend¬ 
ed approval of a urine test for 
identifying HIV infection at a 
June 21 meeting. The test, devel¬ 
oped by Berkeley-based Calypte 
Biomedical requires laboratory 
work and is for use by healthcare 
professionals. 

Full approval seems likely, and 
the test should be available by the 
fall. 

The test detects presence of the 
GP160 antigen in urine and is 
roughly as accurate as currently 
approved blood-based tests for 
HIV. 

Roy Stevens, former director of 
HIV testing for New York state, 
called a urine test “an essential 
tool for public health.” In his tes¬ 
timony before the panel he cited a 
1990 Centers for Disease Control 
survey where 22 percent of the 
population declined to have their 
blood drawn but were willing to 
submit a urine sample. 

“From a public health perspec¬ 
tive, it provides an alternative ac¬ 
cess to counseling and testing,” he 
said, “with possibilities for 
changes in risk behavior, oppor¬ 
tunities for early therapy, and ul¬ 
timately for reduction in the 
spread of HIV infection.” 

Keith Waterbrook is adminis¬ 
trator of the Jeffrey Goodman 
Clinic of the Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center of 
Los Angeles, the largest HIV test¬ 
ing site in the nation. He said that 
half their callers ask if blood is 
going to be drawn and if there are 
any alternatives. “We know intu¬ 
itively that we lose people because 
this is currently our only testing 
method.” 

Urine testing would remove 


this barrier. It would also “be 
much less costly” and easier to ad¬ 
minister, Waterbrook said. It 
would allow them to expand ac¬ 
cess by bringing testing to people, 
rather than forcing people to 
come to a site that is expensively 
equipped to draw blood. “The 
numbers of testing would go up 
significantly if we had alternative 
testing like the urine test, as op¬ 
posed to drawing blood.” 

Luc Montagnier, the discover¬ 
er of the HIV virus and the direc¬ 
tor of the Pasteur Institute in 
Paris, supported the test for its ac¬ 
curacy and ease in handling. He 
said it would avoid the dangers of 
blood-borne infection for health¬ 
care workers from needle sticks or 
from improper transportation 
and processing techniques. 

Alvin Friedman-Kien was one 
of the first research physicians to 
treat people with what has be¬ 
come known as HIV. His experi¬ 
ence dates from 1981. He also dis¬ 
covered the presence of HIV anti¬ 
bodies in urine in 1987. 

He applauded the use of “a 
non-invasive urine test for the de¬ 
tection of HIV antibodies. Most 
remarkable is the willingness of 
patients to supply samples,” since 
it does not involve the drawing of 
blood. He called it “an extremely 
logical and sensible test to make 
available for epidemiologic 
screening of this disease.” 

The Blood Products Advisory 
Committee discussion that fol¬ 
lowed seemed to get easily side¬ 
tracked on tangential issues such 
as potential misuse of the test, a 
possibility that also exists with 
currently approved blood tests. 
The panel seldom deals with HIV, 
and is much more conservative 
than the one advising on retrovi¬ 
ral therapies. Nonetheless, it of¬ 
fered divided support for ap¬ 
proval of the test. T

up and down the coast. The mi¬ 
grant workers appreciate the at¬ 
tention given to them and recog¬ 
nize the value of the message, 
Wolf said. 

“Migrant workers are being 
treated badly by everyone lately,” 
Wolf said. “But we’re treating 
them with respect. This is some¬ 
thing good for them.” 

In its young life, Frente has be¬ 
come respected throughout Mex¬ 
ico for its effective educational 
programming. The Mexican gov¬ 
ernment is using Frente as a 
model for expanding its AIDS 
awareness throughout the coun¬ 
try, Wolf said. 

Frente is always looking for 
donations and groups to “adopt” 
some of the educational program¬ 
ming, Wolf said. In addition to 


working on a Pacific Coast net¬ 
work of organizations, Frente’s 
message is expanding with the 
production educational tapes in 
several indigenous languages. 

Although his work with the 
arts was the primary reason for 
his move to Oaxaca, Wolf said 
that his work as an AIDS educator 
with Frente had become a full¬ 
time job. He didn’t originally in¬ 
tend for that to happen, but 
Frente’s success has made it well 
worthwhile. 

“I was conscious of being a 
gringo, going to Mexico and 
telling what them what to do ‘be¬ 
cause we know better,”’ Wolf said. 
“I made it a point to ask them 
what I could do. And they knew 
exactly what I needed to do. 

“I hoped I’d help them get 
started and then back off, but in a 
short while I realized it was a great 
opportunity. I would not have felt 
satisfied if I hadn’t done it.” ▼

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SF doc finds cancer 
drug is potential HIV 
wasting treatment

A new drug poses great po¬ 
tential for some advanced 
AIDS patients, and a recent 
court settlement involving the 
drug company and a San Fran¬ 
cisco physician should speed its 
approval by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 

The new drug, DEHOP, still in 
its clinical trial phase with the 
FDA, promises to relieve the se¬ 
vere diarrhea and wasting syn¬ 
drome that adversely affect more 
than 60 percent of AIDS patients, 
leading to life-threatening mal¬ 
nutrition and weight loss. 

Dr. Dean Rider, a San Francis¬ 
co internist and gastroenterolo¬ 
gist who specializes in HIV- and 
AIDS-related illnesses, first 
learned of DEHOP in 1992 when 
he was consulting with the drug 
company that developed it, Sun- 
Pharm Corporation of Jack¬ 
sonville, Florida. 

DEHOP was being researched 
for use with cancer patients, and 
Rider learned that one of 
DEHOP’s side effects was severe 
constipation. 

Rider told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he realized then that 
DEHOP could have enormous 
potential in treating patients suf¬ 
fering from the wasting syn¬ 
drome that usually accompanies 
later stages of AIDS. 

“I recognized that what was 
for them [SunPharm] a compli¬ 
cation or side effect, was exactly 
the thing that we were looking 
for,” he said. 

The diarrhea experienced by 
advanced AIDS patients often 
can’t be adequately treated with 
currently available drugs, Rider 
said, and the treatments are very 
expensive, are complicated to ad¬ 
minister, and produce side effects 
of their own. Sometimes, he said, 
the exact cause of the diarrhea 
can’t even be determined. 

“The drugs that are out there 
have variable successes,” Rider 
said, “so we try to alleviate the 
symptoms rather than the cause 
of the diarrhea.” 

While current drugs are either 
anti-motility - slowing the work¬ 
ings of the digestive tract - or 
anti-secretory - slowing the se¬ 
cretions of the digestive system, 
DEHOP has both properties. 
This difference, Rider said, poses 
the greatest hope for the use of 
DEHOP for AIDS patients expe¬ 
riencing severe diarrhea and 
wasting syndrome. 

DEHOP is administered as a 
pill, Rider said, which also makes 
its dispensing and use easier than 
current effective treatments for 
diarrhea. 

Breach of contract 

A lawsuit brought in San 
Francisco federal district court 
alleged that SunPharm breached 
an agreement with Rider to cred-

it him for his discovery, accord¬ 
ing to attorney Mark L. Webb, 
who represented Rider in the 
suit. But Rider and SunPharm 
reached a settlement in June, 
Webb said, and both parties hope 
for rapid approval of DEHOP. 

“The resolution of this dis¬ 
pute facilitates the progress of the 
company to get this drug ap¬ 


proved faster,” Webb said. “That 
was our motivation in settling 
the dispute, and I think that was 
also the motivation of the com¬ 
pany.” 

SunPharm has successfully 
completed Phase I clinical trials 
of DEHOP in its pursuit of FDA 
approval and is hoping to have 
complete approval by 1997. T

Understanding KS

I rving first noticed a sore on 
the back of his leg. Instead of 
healing normally, the sore 
turned bluish, then purple, and 
now is an active Kaposi’s Sarcoma 
(KS) lesion. 

Hank was diagnosed with KS 
in 1987 and his lesions have come 
most frequently during periods of 
high stress. Many of those lesions 
have then receded. 

According to the CDC, KS is 
the cause of death in 10-12 per¬ 
cent of people with AIDS. While 
the percentage of cases in gay men 
are declining, the total number of 
cases are increasing. As people live 
longer with opportunistic infec¬ 
tion prophylaxis and aggressive 
anti-viral treatments, those with 
KS are at risk for more serious 
problems related to this condi¬ 
tion. 

There are four subsets of Ka¬ 
posi’s Sarcoma (KS) that have 
been identified. Classic KS, 
African or Endemic, immunosup¬ 
pressive KS, and AIDS KS. 

Classic KS is a relatively slow- 
growing type of KS that appears 
on the legs of elderly men of 
Mediterranean, Eastern Euro¬ 
pean, or Jewish heritage. This type 
of KS is chronic but less aggressive 
than the AIDS-associated KS. 

African or Endemic KS can be 
slow-growing but is often very ag¬ 
gressive in children and young 
adults. 


Patients receiving chronic im¬ 
munosuppressive drug therapies, 
usually for organ transplants, can 
be affected by iatrogenic or im¬ 
munosuppressive KS. Normally, 
there is a spontaneous remission 
when the immunosuppressive 
therapy is stopped. 

(Note: It is interesting that this 
type of KS usually resolves com¬ 
pletely when immunosuppressive 
drugs are removed. It may be pro¬ 
ductive to study this KS type to 
establish whether there are con¬ 
sistent factors, absent during sup¬ 
pression, that recur when im¬ 
munosuppressive drugs are re¬ 
moved. It would also be interest¬ 
ing to study whether poppers and 
nitrites, which are immunosup¬ 
pressive, have a direct effect on the 
development of KS and whether 
the severity of the KS is reduced 
when the immunosuppressive 
agents such as nitrites and pop¬ 
pers are removed or reduced.) 

AIDS-associated, epidemic KS 
tends to be more variable and ag¬ 
gressive than the other forms. It 
occurs in males with AIDS ten 
times as often as it does in 
women, and typically affects ho¬ 
mosexual and bisexual men, or 
women who have had bisexual 
partners. 

Basic facts 

KS is a systematic disease that 
usually appears on the face or 
lower extremities as a reddish, 
brown, or purplish spot on the 
skin called a lesion. The number 
and size of these lesions can 
change as the KS progresses. The 
lungs, inside of the mouth, lymph 


system, and other organs can be 
affected. KS is particularly dan¬ 
gerous when it occurs in the 
lungs, as it can cause fluids to 
build up making it difficult to 
breathe. 

While it is still unclear what 
causes KS, some studies indicate 
that a herpes virus called HHV-8 
or KS Herpes Virus (KSHV) may 
be responsible. Some researchers 
have discussed the possibility that 
KS is caused by a cascade of 
events or factors. 

KS can be diagnosed by biopsy 
of the lesion. Chest x-ray or Galli¬ 
um scans are also used for KS di¬ 
agnosis. 

There is not a cure or prophy¬ 
laxis for Kaposi’s Sarcoma at this 
time. However, there are treat¬ 
ments available now and treat¬ 
ments that are being tested in an 
effort to control KS. 

In early stages of KS, local 
therapies can be applied to le¬ 
sions. Radiation therapy, liquid 
nitrogen therapy, intralesional 
therapy (in which chemothera¬ 
peutic agents are injected directly 
into the lesion) and surgery are 
some commonly used strategies. 

More aggressive approaches, 
usually for systemic KS, have in¬ 
cluded chemotheraputic agents or 
combinations of agents. ABV (a 
combination of Adriamycin (dox¬ 
orubicin), bleomycin, and vin¬ 
cristine) has been one convention¬ 
al therapy. DOXIL and DuanoX- 
ome have been recently approved 
for chemotherapy. Both DuanoX- 
ome, approved April of this year, 
and DOXIL (approved in 1995) 
are liposomal drugs. The medica¬

tion is enclosed in fat, which en¬ 
ables more of the drug to be deliv¬ 
ered to the tumor and less to 
spread throughout the body. This 
process limits side effects and tox¬ 
icity in the rest of the body. These 
two drugs tend to have lower toxi¬ 
city profiles than that of ABV. 

Other studies with 
promising results 

Foscamet was studied in five 
people with KS. The dose was 180 
mg/kg/day for ten days. Four of 
the five had CD4 counts below 30. 
Three went into long term remis¬ 
sion. One patient was free of re¬ 
lapse for 12 months and two were 
still in remission 13 and 20 
months after the treatment. 

HCG: Two women with AIDS- 
related KS were observed during 
pregnancy. Both women had a re¬ 
duction in KS lesions. After preg¬ 
nancy, the KS returned. HCG - 
Human Chodonic Gonadotropin 
- appears in women’s urine and 
raises to higher than normal levels 
during pregnancy. Some have 
speculated that it is this level of 
HCG which partially accounts for 
the lower incidence of KS in 
women. An additional HCG trial 
at the AIDS Clinical Research 
Center in Washington DC also 
showed promising results. Regres¬ 
sion was maintained for partici¬ 
pants until financial constraints 
required a reduction in dose - at 
which point the KS returned. 

Inhibitors to Angiogenisis 


(growth of blood vessels needed 
to support growth of tumors) are 
also being reviewed by some re¬ 
searchers. There are chemical and 
natural forms of these inhibitors. 
In AIDS Treatment News #196, 
John James writes briefly about 
genistein, which is found in high 
levels of the urine of those eating 
a soy-rich diet. Genistein had a 
strong anti-angiogenisis affect in 
laboratory tests. Perhaps this and 
other nutritional strategies would 
benefit the arsenal of tools to fight 
or control KS. 

Retinoic acids have been 
shown to inhibit cell growth and, 
according to a ViRx spokesperson, 
to cause tumor cells to self-de¬ 
struct. ViRx is currently running 
a study for Trentinoin, a type of 
retinoic acid. This is a naturally 
occurring form of Vitamin A, and 
the active ingredient in Retin-A. 
This form of Trentinoin is en¬ 
cased in fatty liposomal cells, 
much like DOXIL and DuanoX- 
ome, allowing more drug to be 
deposited directly to the lesions, 
resulting in reduced toxicity. ViRx 
also produces a topical gel ALRT- 
1057 containing retinoic acid. 

Sixteen out of eighteen people 
have completed the 24- to 32- 
week study. According to Tom 
Webber, the study clinician, the 
results look promising. They are 
still enrolling for this study. For

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AIDS, the 
media, and 
the public

T he amount of media cover¬ 
age of an AIDS issue, by 
and large, is in inverse pro¬ 
portion to the actual importance 
of that issue .” 

Mark D. Smith, executive vice 
president of the Kaiser Family 
Foundation was stating his Law 
Number 2 of AIDS. He made the 
remark at a Wednesday, June 26 
news conference in Washington 
to release the report “The Kaiser 
Survey on Americans and AIDS: 
The Role of the Media.” 

Nonetheless, he concluded, 
“The media did a good job cover¬ 
ing AIDS over the last ten years. 
This may be why Americans have 
generally high levels of knowl¬ 
edge about how HIV is transmit¬ 
ted and can be prevented.” 

The study was based on a tele¬ 
phone survey of 1,511 Americans 
conducted late last year, plus con¬ 
tent analysis of AIDS coverage by 
network television and selected 
newspapers over the last decade. 

Only six percent of American 
adults think there is “too much 
AIDS coverage.” The rest were 
evenly split between those who 
think there is “too little coverage” 
and those who think it is “about 
the right amount.” 

The public does not see a 
leader in the fight against AIDS. 
Magic Johnson and Elizabeth 
Taylor were named most often, 
but by only five percent of those 
surveyed. Johnson’s mention was 
three times higher among 
African-Americans than among 
the general population. President 
Clinton garnered two percent 
identification for his leadership 
on this issue. One percent named 
C. Everett Koop, even though the 
former Surgeon General has not 
occupied that post for nearly a 
decade. 


Soft news? 

Most Americans have seen or 
heard AIDS prevention public 
service announcements on televi¬ 
sion or radio. But that has trans¬ 
lated into changed patterns of 
sexual behavior for only a quarter 
of those who have heard the mes¬ 
sage. 

News coverage has focused on 
prevention (20%), transmission 
(13%), and research (13%), said 
Andrew Kohut. “It did not be¬ 
come politicized,” said Kohut, 
who is with Princeton Survey Re¬ 
search Associates, which con¬ 
ducted the study for the Founda¬ 
tion. 

He worries, “Stories are get¬ 
ting shorter, focusing more on 
celebrities, and increasingly being 
found in the soft news sections of 
papers.” That may reflect a chang¬ 
ing perception of the epidemic or 
a general shrinking of the “news 
hole” in most papers. 

Jon Cohen, a longtime AIDS 
reporter with Science magazine, 
made an historic comparison 
with polio, “where the fear was 
palpable. It was felt by the entire 
country that this scourge could 
come into my home.” He believes 
“most people feel very discon¬ 
nected” from HIV, and attributes 
that to the celebrity focus in the 
media. 

For Cohen, the AIDS story 
“went national” at the end of 
1982 with the first published re¬ 
port of transmission to infants. 
He sees the need to “hammer 
home the message, ‘This could 
happen to you.’ That is what peo¬ 
ple have always responded to.” 

June Osborn, former chair of 
the National Commission on 
AIDS, shared that concern. “The 
celebrity focus serves as a conve¬ 
nient way of avoiding the funda¬ 
mental issues involved.” ▼

at Davies Medical Center. “I 
think there will be a lot more in¬ 
formation this year on the im¬ 
portance of viral load in moni¬ 
toring people with HIV and in 
options for therapy. I also think 
there will be a lot more discus¬ 
sion about immune restoration 
and the importance of early 
treatment.” 

A contingent of 16 ACT UP 
Golden Gate members will also 
attend the conference, according 
to member Virg Parks. The 
group has booked one major 
hotel suite close to the confer¬ 
ence, and a series of outlying 
rooms for members. Parks said. 

“We’ve got some not-so- 
healthy people going,” she said. 
““If we survive the heat, we’ll be 
fine. 

Parks said she did not know 
whether there would be a con¬ 
frontation with extremist mem¬ 
bers of ACT UP SF/People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Ani¬ 
mals, who are at odds with most 
AIDS activists over AIDS treat¬ 
ment-related animal research. 

“I hope we don’t even have to 


get into that,” Parks said.

Military gay rule 
sent back to court

v 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals panel Monday, July 
mm 1 vacated a lower court rul¬ 
ing that parts of the “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy on gays in the 
military are unconstitutional, say¬ 
ing the court should also have al¬ 
lowed gay servicemembers to chal¬ 
lenge a second and related section 
of the policy involving gay sex acts. 

In March, U.S. District Judge 
Eugene Nickerson ruled that dis¬ 
charging servicemembers who de¬ 
clared that they were gay, regard¬ 
less of whether they had engaged 
in a homosexual act, was uncon¬ 
stitutional on grounds of free 
speech, too. 

But Nickerson dismissed a 
challenge to the article in the law 
that allows dismissal if the service- 


member had engaged in gay sex. 

The three-judge appeals court 
ruled that was wrong, arguing 
that if dismissal for a declaration 
of homosexuality is unconstitu¬ 
tional, then dismissal for a homo¬ 
sexual act is unconstitutional as 
well, and vice versa. 

“The subsections rise or fall to¬ 
gether,” the ruling stated. “If Con¬ 
gress is permitted to require that 
service members be discharged if 
they engage in homosexual acts, 
then both subsections are consti¬ 
tutional, but if the Constitution 
prohibits such a requirement, 
then the statement’s presumption 
... must fall as well.” 

The appeals panel refused to 
rule on the merits of the challenge 
to the part of the law requiring 
discharge over gay sex acts. 

While supporters of lesbians 
and gays applauded the original 


decision, Beatrice Dorn of the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation fund said the appeals court 
ruling was also a victory because 
it allows them to challenge 
whether permitting termination 
from the service for homosexual 
behavior is unconstitutional. 

“They are sending it back for 
us to make our case whether treat¬ 
ing gay people differently is per¬ 
missible. If it is not, then the 
whole thing will fall. What was 
held was that speech restriction is 
constitutional if and only if the 
different treatment of gay people’s 
behavior is constitutional.” 

The original suit, the first direct 
challenge to the Defense Depart¬ 
ment policy, was brought by six 
servicemembers either active or in 
the reserves, including a “Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Jane Able,” a pseu¬ 
donym of a serving member. ▼ 


Pugnacious partners 
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Emile de Cou 
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gotten so hard to start a career. 
There are no obvious career paths 
anymore. Before, there was na¬ 
tional funding and you could get 
a position as an associate conduc¬ 
tor, then a conductor. Everything 
has gone crazy because the econ¬ 
omy has gotten so bad. All the 
grant-giving for conductor pro¬ 
grams has dried up. At the same 
time, the schools are producing 
far too many graduates in a field 
that is so narrow. You never know 
where you’re going to end up. 
Anybody who is working profes¬ 
sionally in the field of classical 
conducting is doing something 
tremendous. It’s become almost 
impossible. 

Does being gay make it more dif¬ 
ficult to be taken seriously? 

It depends what you want to do 
and where you’re doing it. In 
San Francisco it doesn’t matter 
either way. If you want to be a 
music director in a small city, 
say in Kansas or Tennessee, it’s 
more difficult. You’re looked at 
as a role model in that small so¬ 
ciety, and the orchestra is run by 
major donors, heads of corpora¬ 
tions, and they can be rather 
conservative. It’s not voiced, but 
you get a sense that it would be 
more difficult. You’re looked at 
in those cities as being the 
equivalent of the mayor, you’re a 
public person. 

Is there a glass ceiling for gay 
musicians, one they can't break 
through? 

I would hope not. There are so 
many gay conductors and classi¬ 
cal musicians, but I don’t know 
how many of them are out — 
probably not too many. Being 
out can be a difficult thing in 
cities outside of San Francisco, 
because it’s perceived as a politi¬ 
cal statement, a radical protest 


against “normal” society. Here, 
people are terribly accepting. 

Has anyone ever given you the 
cold shoulder professionally be¬ 
cause you're gay? 

I don’t think so. Even if some¬ 
body did snub me because I’m 
gay, I would try to work around 
it. I certainly wouldn’t call them a 
homophobic jerk. There are ways 
of reaching people and, as classi¬ 
cal musicians, I think that’s one 
of the things we do, especially 
conductors. You’re sort of win¬ 
ning converts. In conducting the 
pops, I’m winning converts for 
orchestra music. I’m a social ad¬ 
vocate. 

There's one thing I'm sure all our 
male readers will want to know. 
How long is your baton? 

Well, it depends on the piece 
you’re conducting. If you have 
long arms, you don’t need to use 
a long baton — if you’re tall. If 
you’re a short person, you wind 
up using a very long baton. 
Leonard Bernstein, when I stud¬ 
ied with him, used an incredibly 
long baton — it was actually 
kind of frightening -— but he 
was an incredibly short guy. If I 
used a big baton, I’d end up 
stabbing people. In fact, in the 
’70s, when women still had big 
hair, I stabbed a musician’s 
bouffant hairdo and it flew into 
bits. After that, I used a shorter 
baton. 

If I come backstage after the per¬ 
formance, will you show me your 
baton? 

If you ask nicely. ▼

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tures make for a striking Wayne, 
but his faux earnestness belies a 
deft comedian fully versed in the 
juicy irony of the show’s comic 
construct. 

Eschewing the creamy flesh of 
the oh-so-available Brenda 
(Deena Davenport), Wayne 
chooses to feed his darker side. 
From his first foray into the If 
Club, a swank, secret men’s estab¬ 
lishment, Wayne takes all the 
wrong steps and hooks up with 
the wrong people. First there’s Ed¬ 
wards (Dewi Wynne Jones), a 
married man who provides a tryst 
in the guest house behind his 
home. Wayne experiences being 
pleasured by a man, but when it’s 
his turn to reciprocate, his first 
taste of man’s essence sends him 
spinning into an even more sleazy 
encounter under a bar table with a 
ringleted pretty boy (Jesse Hen- 
drich). 

It’s all too much for the tor¬ 


mented Wayne, so he turns, natu¬ 
rally, to psychiatry. In the trusting 
care and strong arms of Dr. Brad 
Cook (William Karpowicz), 
Wayne is finally able to succumb 
to his heretofore forbidden pas¬ 
sions and discover “a Shangri-la of 
indescribable bliss.” 

Sawyer’s entire cast is in on the 
joke but takes everything serious¬ 
ly enough to make the comedy 
work. The unpretentious staging 
keeps the focus on the “wrench¬ 
ing” drama and on the gloriously 
overblown language. 

At only 40 minutes, Hot Pants 
Homo leaves its audience wanti¬ 
ng more, and if this installment is 
as successful as it deserves to be, 
Sawyer promises an entire series, 
which should be a gas.

f| ^ ell, after ten days on it, I 
I , ■ have to confess myself a 
W 11 TPN (total parietal nutri¬ 
tion) failure. It’s not that I failed 
to gain weight on the therapy; in 
fact, I put on five pounds in ten 
days, which is a pretty good 
record. But in the end, I was un¬ 
able to pay the cost of constant 
nausea and a complete inability to 
eat, plus other side effects. 

Of course, there was the hassle 
involved in taking an infusion that 
lasts 16 hours of the day. Every 
night, around 8 or so, I would set 
up at the kitchen table and an¬ 
nounce that “Infusions ’R Us is 
open for business.” I would then 
proceed to prep for three infu¬ 
sions: the TPN as well as my 
evening and morning infusions of 
amikacin, the intravenous antibi¬ 
otic I take to control my MAC 
(Myobacterium Avium Complex, 
a.k.a. MAI). This was about half 
an hour of filling syringes with 


saline, unwrapping and untan¬ 
gling three sets of tubing with 
their appropriate filters and 
clip-locks, and gathering up suffi¬ 
cient alcohol wipes to service it all. 

After I had all the parapherna¬ 
lia lined up, I could start infusing; 
at first a double infusion, TPN 
through one lumen of my 
Groschoen catheter, amikacin 
through the other. This gave me 
the pleasant feeling that I was re¬ 
ally getting a lot done, but on the 
down side, it was depressing hav¬ 
ing all these tubes running into 
me at once. 

Then, about an hour after 
starting the TPN, the fever would 
come. This became a regular 
thing. The first time, when my 
temp hit 102 degrees, I’d thought 
I’d try to “tough it out.” A 
half-hour later, when it topped 
103 degrees, I started thinking 
about calling an ambulance and 
going to the emergency room. 

Fortunately, my super-power 
analgesic (naproxen) brought it 
down - eventually - but it put a

The deci¬ 
sion point finally came this last 
weekend. My partner and I were 
invited to the wedding of my 
Shanti volunteer, to be held in 
Monterey and requiring an 
overnight stay. 

It would have been possible to 
take TPN along with me, or just 
skip it for one night. I was taking 
my IV pole along anyway to in¬ 
fuse my amikacin. But I rebelled 
at the thought. I was sure there 
were going to be exquisite 
munchies at the wedding (I was 
right) and wanted to eat some of 
them. So I went off TPN the day 
before the wedding. 

Alas, the nausea from the TPN 
didn’t wear off in time for the 
banquet -1 only managed to eat a 
couple of hors d’oeuvres and a 
piece of the cake, but at least I 
wasn’t infusing the whole time! 

And finally, though I gained 
weight, I didn’t feel I’d gained any 
strength, which was the real payoff 
I was looking for. I have since 
pinned my hopes on Crixivan, the 
protease inhibitor. This will bring 
me up to speed with a 
state-of-the-art three-way 
anti-viral combo. Up until now, 
I’ve been the only member of my 
“Under 50 T-cell” support group 
(I call us “the dead meat specials”) 
still on an old-fashioned two-way 
combo. As long as I’ve got some¬ 
thing new in my pharmacopoeia, I 
can avoid panicking. And, of 
course, if I continue to lose weight, 
I can always go back on TPN. 

But I sure as hell hope I don’t 
have to. ▼

scare into me. 

Now you start out TPN at an 
infusion rate of 16 hours, and 
you’re supposed to gradually 
speed it up until you’ve got it 
down to 12 hours. But every time 
I tried to speed up the infu¬ 
sion, I got a big fever. Fi¬ 
nally, I was getting 
fevers no matter what 
rate I infused at. The 
naproxen could con¬ 
trol it, but napro 
kinda shreds the 
stomach, so I was 
trading off the 
fevers in return 
for even more 
stomach upset. 

Pill aren’t us 

I say “even more” stomach 
upset because TPN made me ma- 
jorly nauseous. I’d been prepared 
to lose my appetite, a common 
side effect of TPN. I’d figured it 
wouldn’t be that great of a loss, 
considering how little appetite I 
had anyway. But I wasn’t expect¬ 
ing it to go completely dormant, 
which it did. 

In a couple of days, I was re¬ 
duced to a liquid diet - some 
chicken soup, hot chocolate, a lit¬ 
tle juice. In addition, I was con¬ 
stantly queasy at best, actively 
nauseous at worst. Having con¬ 
stant nausea is as bad as having a 
constant fever; you can’t really 
concentrate on anything. 

Ironically, I began to dream and 
think about food I would eat if I 
were able. Always a cookbook 
browser - I have a massive collec¬ 
tion of cookbooks, which I’m con¬ 
stantly thumbing through - I 
began scrutinizing them obsessive¬ 
ly. I began to read restaurant re¬ 
views with even more avidity than 
usual. I mean, I know I’m not going 


to ever visit little trattorias outside 
of Rome and spend a hundred dol¬ 
lars on an exquisite little meal, but 
the descriptions of such took on an 
added allure precisely because I 
couldn’t presently eat anything 
more substantial than yogurt. 

And then there 
was the pill issue. I 
take about 45 pills 
every day. Most of 
them warn promi¬ 
nently on their la¬ 
bels that they “may 
cause nausea” and urge 
you to take them 
with food. Well, 
I wasn’t taking 
in enough food 
to buffer the pills. Mostly I took 
them on Advera, but they still 
tended to rattle around in my 
near empty stomach and cause 
even more nausea. 

Then I began having trouble 
even getting them down. I’d take 
one on an already queasy stom¬ 
ach. It would go down wrong and 
come right back up, bringing up a 
few of its predecessors with it. 
Once the gag reflex is primed, it’s 
ready to go, and subsequent pills 
would have an equally torturous 
path. Sometimes I couldn’t even 
get them down the windpipe; I 
would choke on the water and 
spray the pills out. 

Technically, one should imme¬ 
diately replace all puked pills, but 
I never had the stomach for it. On 
one occasion I was taking a 
combo of marinol, little dark red 
cannonballs, with lamprene, little 
brick red cannonballs, and 
choked, spitting one of them out 
across the room. I couldn’t tell 
which I’d chucked, so I took an 
extra marinol to be on the safe 
side. Otherwise, I just chalk up the 
loss to overhead.

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Emile de Cou: lops at the Pops

E mile de Cou, who is returning for a second year as Principal Conductor for the 
San Francisco Pops, is an unexpected delight. Calm and unassuming, he is a cu¬ 
rious mixture of quiet confidence and gangly discomfort, sexy, even, in a David 
Schwimmer sort of way. His long, lanky frame and ascetic disposition are sparked by a 
swarthy complexion and somewhat boyish demeanor. An Orange County native, the 
38-year-old de Cou couldn’t be happier living and working in San Francisco. 

Under de Cou’s direction, this year’s symphony Pops season is a zany, eclectic as¬ 
semblage of musical shenanigans that transcends the predictable offerings of prior sea¬ 
sons. Opening with a tribute to Hollywood music, the San Francisco Symphony will 
present headliners like Rosemary Clooney, Patti LuPone, Victor Borge, and Randy 
Newman, as well as a sing-along Rodgers and Hammerstein evening, and a Film 
noir/musical theater/audience participation murder mystery. The closing night 
promises the San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus doing Tchaikovsky. 

Robert Julian: How did you end up booking the Gay Men's Chorus? 

Emile de Cou: The chorus was invited last year because they’re local, and they’re very 
good. We like to use local performers as much as possible as guest artists. No gay cho¬ 
rus had performed with a classical orchestra before, other than an AIDS benefit, until 
the chorus appeared with us last summer. This year they were invited once again be¬ 
cause they’re a good group and they’re part of our city. ^ 


A ndrew Holleran isn’t his real name. He took on the pseudonym 
when his first book, the seminal gay novel Dancer from the Dance, 
came out in 1978, to protect his parents living in a small Southern 
town. Eighteen years later, having survived the ’70s hedonism celebrated in 
Dancer, despaired at the decimation of his gay generation, and left Manhattan 
for a life in rural North Florida, Holleran has published his third novel. The 
Beauty of Men. And in Holleran’s words, the book’s central character, Mr. 
Lark, is “not a picture of mental health,” and his story “is no musical comedy.” 

Lark could easily have been one of the clones drugging and discoing with 
Dancer’s Malone on Fire Island back in the day, but Beauty finds him pushing 
fifty. Haunted by the deaths of friends from New York, he lives in North Flori¬ 
da to care for his elderly mother, a paraplegic since she tripped on a rug and 
broke her neck. Lark spends his days shuttling between the nursing home and 
the boat ramp, an oasis off the highway for cruising and sex in the bushes. In 
a curious way, Lark is more paralyzed than his mother— trapped in rural life, 
a slave to his memories, his duties and habits. 

The book shows how far gay literature has come: no one in Malone’s Is¬ 
land crowd could give a fig about an old woman. But if the novel sounds re¬ 
lentlessly bleak, it is not. Leavened by Lark’s wry humor and insight, Beauty is 
full of memorable characters, dead and alive, honesty about exurban gay life, 
and sex. Too much sex, apparently, for broadcast: When NPR’s Terry Gross 
asked Holleran to read a passage from the novel on the air, she wouldn’t let 
him say, “ten inch dick.” Nor tool, nor piece: every synonym was too racy for 
All Things Considered. They finally agreed on “fabulous abs.” 

Holleran’s first book tour in fifteen years brought him to the Castro for a 
standing-room-only reading, after which we escaped to the Patio for glasses 
of Porter and talk on sex and aging. 

Roberto Friedman: Your gift for the cutting phrase remains undiminished. I'm 
thinking of when Lark calls an afternoon with older men at the baths "the Hour 
of the Manatees." An old guy is also a "Dried Arrangement/' or an "Un¬ 
wrapped Mummy." page ^ ^

Fab hair, tacky drag 

Miss Bambi appears briefly in 
Marc Huestis’ new film Another 
Goddamn Benefit — A Video 
Scrapbook, which premiered last 
week at the Roxie Cinema as part 
of this year’s les/gay film fest. The 
flick — the idea was suggested by 
Examiner art critic David Bonet- 
ti — looks at “singular” theatrical 
moments at Huestis-produced 
shows and benefits from the past 
three decades. From the 1977 
show Strange Fruit to the recent 
Sylvia Miles and Poseidon Ad¬ 
venture benefits, Huestis’ film 
vividly captures the loopy spirit 
of our magical city, where, as this 
pic proves, homo history has 
been many things, but never bor¬ 
ing. Great performances from 
Connie Champagne, Carpate- 
ria, Arturo Galster, Justin 
Bond, Esmerelda, Marga 
Gomez, LuLu, Silvana Nova, 
Mark Finch, the incomparable 
Doris Fish and others provide 90 
minutes of endless entertain¬ 
ment, nostalgia, and queer cama¬ 
raderie. Huestis’ Benefit will 
hopefully pop up at one of our 
local rep houses soon, but if 
you’re dying to see it, you can al¬ 
ways catch it at the Leipzig Film 
Festival in November, or in 
Berlin’s film fest, where, Huestis 
says, the film may screen in ’97. 

Constipation at the Castro 

“Stop the insanity!” a certain 
eternally aggravated local film 
critic howled after perusing the 
latest Castro Theatre calendar. 
“Another film noir festival?” 
Much as we’ve treasured it over 
the years (and treasured it and 
treasured it), how many more 
times must we see Gloria Swan¬ 
son torturing William Holden 
and prattling on about her dead 
monkey? Perhaps our friends at

the Castro Theatre should con¬ 
sider a new angle on this genre of 
filmmaking, maybe a “roots of 
noir festival” focusing on French 
poetic realism and German 
silents? 

It isn’t just the Cas¬ 
tro that appears to be 
suffering from pro¬ 
gramming malaise. 
All the rep houses 
seem stuck on recy¬ 
cle mode. Our critic 
suggests concerned 
cineastes call these 
theaters and urge 
their programmers 
to delve into more 
mondo cinema. 
“The only solution,” our connois¬ 
seur enthused, “would be a Ross 
Hunter/Herschel Gordon 

Lewis festival.” The ideal opening 
bill? Lana Turner in Portrait in 
Black and the exciting Connie 
Mason in Blood Feast. Now that’s 
what we call noir! 

Dykography

Christopher and Romy Suskin 

have split Red Dora’s Bearded 
Lady down the middle with their 
photo show, a sophisticated look 
through their lesbian erotic lenses. 

On the right wall, Suskin’s 
black-and-white studies of urban 
dyke cowboy life are framed in 
seasoned window frames com¬ 
plete with their original, now¬ 
rusting hardware. On the left, 
Christopher’s more intimate 
shots through bedsprings have 
been developmental^ tortured 
until they look like frames of cel¬ 
luloid stuck in a projector and 
starting to burn before a horrified 
movie audience. Either way, the 
exhibit is easy on the eyes while 
you’re slurping down your cap¬ 
puccino, now through July 20 at 
Red Dora’s (14th and Guerrero), 
and throughout July and August 
at Bernal Books. 

Both shutterbugs are featured 
in editors Jill Posener and Susie 
Bright’s landmark compilation 
of lesbian erotic photography, 
Nothing But the Girl. The book got 
its cheap champagne launch at 
Good Vibrations last week with a 
slide show hommage to the con¬ 
tributing artists and models, many 
of whom were present, fully 
clothed. 

Part archival tribute to the 
now-defunct On Our Backs, part 
showcase for emerging talents, 
the book is living proof of the 
publishing world’s continuing re¬ 
sistance to dyke-for-dyke porn. 
While the U.S. edition is just the 
way the editors laid it out, the Brit 
version had to be self-censored 
for the supposedly more shock- 
able sensibilities of our sisters 
across the Atlantic. 

‘Papa’ he ain’t 

Boy, Herb Caen sure did wax 
eloquent about the San Francis¬ 
co Symphony in last Thursday’s 
Chronicle. We’re certain that 
young fans of the orchestra ap¬ 


preciated the history lesson 
about Josef “Papa” Krips 

restoring, the group’s interna¬ 


tional status after the dithering 
Jorda years. But to lump Michael 
Tilson Thomas, the current mu¬ 
sical director, into the same cate¬ 
gory with the former directors, 
Alfred “Papa” Hertz, Josef 
“Papa Krips” and Pierre 
“Papa” Monteux, seems rather 
de trop, to use a charming, un¬ 
derused French expression for all 
that is obvious and dull. Without 
a doubt, Tilson Thomas is the 
equal of The Three Papas, but 
we know he is something more 
than “Papa Thomas,” an honorif¬ 
ic of hopeless senescence com¬ 
pletely at odds with the vital im¬ 
pression the conductor/ pianist 
recently made with the American 
Festival. 

Indeed, it’s hard to imagine 
even one of the aforementioned 
pappies displaying anything quite 
like what we have come to know 
as MTT’s vivid sense of style. Can

you imagine Papas Krips, Hertz 
or Monteux wearing an electric 
blue sarong to a press conference, 
or performing on the podium the 
soon-to-be infamous MTT half 
twist, a dramatic aerobic gesture 
in which the conductor, doing his 
best imitation of Linda Blair in 
The Exorcist, swivels his upper 
body around so that he’s facing 
the audience? We don’t think so. 
It takes a man of a certain bent, if 
you know what we mean, to pull 
that off. 

Almond faux pas 

It was nice to see that review 
of the “Paris Modern” exhibit at 
the Legion of Honor in last 
week’s Chronicle, but wouldn’t it 
have been nice if critic Octavio 
Roca, whose name never fails to 
conjure images of moldering 
candies from our youth, had 
bothered to read the accompany¬ 
ing catalog before he wrote his 
review? There were several un¬ 
fortunate blunders. Didn’t Mr. 
Roca mean to say that it was Rolf 
de Mare, not Nils Dardel, who 
leased the Theatre des Champs- 
Elysees? De Mare was the impre¬ 
sario in the coupling, not Dard¬ 
el. Toward the end of the review 
Roca again confused the two 
when he wrote of Dardel’s “tak¬ 
ing up with a younger French 
actor,” when actually it was de 
Mare who found a new compan¬ 
ion. And, though we realize we’re 
nit-picking, we must point out 
that it isn’t true that Nancy Van 
Norman Baer’s Legion of 
Honor exhibit is the first “look 
the world has had” of the 
Swedish Ballet collection. Rolf de 
Mare had a museum in Paris de¬ 
voted to ballet during the ’30s, 
and, after World War II, the col¬ 
lection went on to the Dans- 
museet in Stockholm. ▼

Terence Davies gets lost in America

,§ T ith The Neon Bible, 
Britain’s Terence Davies 
W: % makes the transatlantic 
leap to focus his attention on 
American culture for the first 
time. Using John Kennedy Toole’s 
book as a foundation, Davies has 
written and directed his latest film 
in a fashion that is disturbingly fa¬ 
miliar. In previous efforts, Davies 
used his own homosexuality and 
working-class childhood as a 
springboard for his cinematic ex¬ 
plorations ( The Long Day Closes; 
Distant Voices, Still Lives). Here he 
explores similar territory with the 
story of young David, an only 
child, who grows up in the rural 
South in the era of the Great De¬ 
pression. 

David is living with this crack¬ 
er parents (Diana Scarwid and 
Denis Leary) in a hillside shack 
when Aunt Mae (Gena Rowlands) 


arrives for an indefinite stay. Mae 
is a flamboyant, aging cabaret 
singer who has run out of options 
and returned to her roots. She is 
adored by young David, resented 
by his dad, and tolerated by 
David’s mother. But as the years 
pass and the family begins to 
crumble, Mae is placed in the 
awkward position of having to as¬ 
sume responsibility for the people 
who took her in — a responsibil¬ 
ity she ultimately abandons in 
favor of a singing gig in Nashville. 
David, at the age of 15, must han¬ 
dle his mother’s declining physi¬ 
cal and mental health alone - a 
situation that leads to disaster for 
everyone. 

The cast of The Neon Bible 
does a creditable job, especially 
Drake Bell and Jacob Tierney who 
share the part of David. But all the 
actors have trouble establishing 
and maintaining their Southern 
accents. Christopher Hobbs pro¬ 
duces an interesting production

design, mixing surrealistic projec¬ 
tions of the moon and stars with a 
American Main Street that recalls 
an Edward Hopper painting. 
Deep in Tennessee Williams terri¬ 
tory, this impressionistic palate 
results in some beautiful cinemat¬ 
ic images, but these images seem 
antithetical to a story as gloomy 
and gritty as that of The Neon 
Bible. As screenwriter/director, 


does not result in the fresh per¬ 
spective one might anticipate. The 
hallmarks of a Davies film are all 
present — the long, static, full- 
face shots of actors; the use of 
popular songs and folk music to 
illustrate the action; and the om¬ 
nipresent outsider perspective on 
life. But Davies makes some ques¬ 
tionable calls here, some of which 
border on parody. The use of 


ducer, Elizabeth Karlsen, has been 
quoted as saying, “Terence works 
with a certain amount of ambigu¬ 
ity.” 

Some of the voiceover narra¬ 
tion does illuminate universal 
themes, especially lines like, “If 
you were different from anybody 
in town, you had to get out. That’s 
why everyone in town was alike.” 
And Davies pulls one priceless

Davies brings a leaden hand to the 
proceedings. The story plods 
along at an uneven pace before it 
finally grinds to a halt. 

Ultimately it seems an unwise 
choice for Davies to attempt yet 
another “sensitive young boy” 
opus when his entire career in 
film has been based on similar 
stories. His work here is almost a 
mockery of his earlier, more effec¬ 
tive exploration of this territory in 
a British context. Transplanting 
this oeuvre to the United States 


“Tara’s Theme” from Gone With 
the Wind infers cliche when the 
director is attempting to invoke 
the cruelty of cultural repression. 
And the repetitive use of David’s 
profile, sitting on a moving train 
and reaching for the reflection of 
the moon in the window, is over¬ 
worked. More importantly, the 
“neon bible” of the title is never 
discussed, nor does it appear in 
the film at any time beyond the 
opening credits. As if anticipating 
such observations, the film’s pro-

moment from the lexicon of 
American film and puts it to 
beautiful use. As David and his 
girlfriend hold hands at the 
movies, the audiences sees only 
their faces. But in the background, 
we hear the unmistakable voice of 
Eve Arden from Mildred Pierce, 
delivering the deathless line, “Vita 
has convinced me alligators have 
the right idea — they eat their 
young.” Davies next film, Vile 
Bodies, will be a contemporary 
thriller, filmed on location in 
Manhattan. Hopefully that pro¬ 
ject will provide this talented 
queer director with the opportu¬ 
nity he needs to break with the 
past and expand his own cine¬ 
matic vocabulary. T

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Beautiful cipher 

Alain Delon makes tired revival worth seeing

S ome film “classics” earn 
that status because of their 
innovative use of mise en 
scene , others from memorable 
performances, still others be¬ 
cause they capture the spirit of 
their era. A film like Rene 
Clement’s Purple Noon (1960) 
lingers in the mind because ei¬ 
ther the director or the produc¬ 
ers, the infamous Hakim broth¬ 
ers, were so obsessed with Alain 
Delon they abandoned all ques¬ 
tions of taste, talent and logic for 
an extended “meditation” on the 
fetching actor’s bulging crotch, 
smooth flesh and rapturous blue 
eyes. This is a European summer 
fashion show featuring Delon in 
a variety of G-strings, bikini 
briefs and painted-on pants. 
(Butt thongs must have been in¬ 
vented later.) 

Determining precisely who 
issued the command that the 
camera be kept consistently at 
crotch level would take major 
detective work, but judging from 
the work of Visconti and Pasoli¬ 
ni, who also spent an inordinate 
amount of time filming male 
flesh, maybe we can safely as¬ 
sume that this is a “European 
thing.” 

Purple Noon comes with a 
fantastic pedigree. It’s based on a 
controversial novel by noir su¬ 
perstar Patricia Highsmith 
(Strangers on a Train)-, director 
Clement is considered a major 
French auteur, revered for works 
like Forbidden Games; it was 
filmed in several countries; and 
stars the incomparably beautiful 
Alain Delon, who, when this film 
was shot, was in the flower of his 
delectable youth. Even its re-re¬ 
lease is noteworthy: the film is 
yet another of Martin Scorsese’s 
foistings — oops, I meant glori¬ 
ous resurrections — of films that 
made a strong impression on 
him as a child. 

Highsmith’s plot is convolut¬ 
ed. Instead of “exchanging mur¬ 
ders,” as in the more celebrated 
Strangers on a Train, in Purple 
Noon two men exchange identi¬ 
ties — one unwillingly, as he is 
stabbed to death by the other 
(Delon) and thrown into the 
ocean. The film becomes a dull 
cat-and-mouse game as Delon 
leaves a fake trail all over Europe, 
pretending to be his rich, late pal 
in order to take over the other 
man’s fortune and his girlfriend. 
Performances are uniformly 
dull, and the “bright noir” look 
of the film induces ennui. The 
critic who called Purple Noon a 
“deceptive and repulsive travel¬ 
ogue” won’t get any argument 
from this corner. 

Director-star affairs are de 
rigueur in film, but it isn’t known 
whether Clement or the Hakims 
were actually fucking Delon. 
From the visual evidence of rad¬ 
ical crotch-zooms and lingering 
surveys of Delon’s radiant flesh, 
we can theorize that this poten¬ 
tial “nest of cocksuckers” was 
thwarted in its courtship and 
forced to settle for second-best 
— turning the camera into cock- 
sucker, and the audience into 
willing, worshipful voyeurs. ▼

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thing similar, even the Rite of 
Spring, art music. It’s music that is 
not simply functional or decorative. 

One of the common criticisms of 
the Pops across the country is 
that they basically take a classi¬ 
cal art form — symphonic music 
— and dumb it down to the low¬ 
est common denominator. What 
are your thoughts on this? 

Well, that’s true in a lot of cases. 
And it gives the medium a bad rap 
because it makes people think — 
not our audiences, but other peo¬ 
ple around the country — that 
this is music you listen to while 
you munch on a baloney sand¬ 
wich and drop your wine glass 
down the stairs at the Hollywood 
Bowl. It’s easier to do concerts 
that way because it takes less work 
and less imagination. The con¬ 
certs we do here are so much 
more difficult to put on, they’re 
harder by far than doing a regular 
Beethoven symphony. A subscrip¬ 
tion concert is much easier to do 
because you only have three 
pieces. In our opening program 
(“Hooray for Hollywood!”/July 
12) we have 15 pieces, a ballet, and 
a guest star (Joel Grey). We don’t 
do elevator music. 

What has been the highlight of 
your career up to this point? 

Working with the San Francisco 
Ballet and Symphony for two 
consecutive seasons. To work for 
these two major companies in the 
same city, doing what I love to do, 
in the state where I grew up, I feel 
doubly blessed. I have almost free 
range to do what I want. 

Are you an up-and-comer on the 
international music scene? 

Oh, I don’t know. I wouldn’t 
think so. 

How can you tell who is and who 
isn't? 

Actually you can’t anymore. It’s 
very difficult, and I feel bad for 
younger conductors because it’s

San 
Francisco is such a sophisticated 
city in many respects. So many 
people are here from a lot of other 
major cities, so you can really 
make programs with degrees of 
camp or fun or silliness, and it 
works because people know what 
you’re doing. But you have this 
fear when you conduct in other 
cities that you’ll make some sort 
of remark, well . . . last year we 
dedicated a piece to Carol Doda, 
which everybody seemed to like, 
but I thought I can’t leave San 
Francisco with this. So many 
things work here so terrifically, 
that’s what makes these programs 
so much fun. 


Otherwise, you'll end up with a 
house full of flaming faggots. 

(Laughs heartily) Can I use that 
line for the closing concert? 

I have to confess that I think this 
is one of the most inventive, if not 


Did your childhood in Los Angeles 
have anything to do with the large 
amount of cinema-inspired pro¬ 
grams in this year's season? 

I don’t know. It could be. I love 
film, it’s my favorite pastime. 
When I’m not studying or work¬ 
ing, I’m going to the movies. 
There’s so much film music be¬ 
cause it’s specific to American cul¬ 
ture. A lot of great art music in 
Europe came from the ballet or 
opera, and a lot of great American 
art music came from film of the 
1930s. The film scores, like the 
ones we’re presenting in our 
opening program — Gone With 
the Wind, The Wizard of Oz — if 
you listen to the underscoring 
played in a concert version, it’s 
Stravinsky’s Firebird or Ravel’s 
Daphnis and Chloe. It’s our the¬ 
atrical contribution to classical 
music. 


And what are those indoor fire¬ 
works about? How are you going 
to pull that off? 


I don’t know. I’m sure I’ll turn 
around and the audience will be 
in flames. It’s supposed to dissi¬ 
pate before it hits the ground — 
we hope. 


The 1812 Overture. 

Emile, this is too queer. 

I hope so. Before the chorus 
comes on, we have a group of ac¬ 
cordionists playing. The chorus is 
the most normal part of the pro¬ 
gram.

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Andrew Holleran: Thank you. I 
got Lark’s voice, and he was al¬ 
ways making sarcastic comments. 
You know, that’s the strength of 
gay life, being able to make those 
cracks. On the one hand, they’re 
so cruel, and then they’re so liber¬ 
ating when they detonate. 

It reminds me that we call the 
Twin Peaks bar "the Glass Cof¬ 
fin." 

When I first moved to NY, I would 
go to the West Village, and I was 
always perplexed by how they got 
the old men to stay out of the bars 
I went to, and how they got them 
to the “wrinkle rooms.” I thought, 
why would old men want to be 
corralled like that? Then, as you 
get older, you realize it’s a self¬ 
editing process. 

This book is largely about the in¬ 
evitable drawback to judging peo¬ 
ple by their appearance. You 
write about the invisibility that 
older gay men feel at the baths or 
at the bar, when no one looks at 
them. It's the flip side of Dancer 
from the Dance. 

It is! Part of Lark’s problem is that 
he doesn’t want to be a daddy. He 
could solve the problem by get¬ 
ting into the fact that that’s how 
he’s regarded, and that’s his role 
now. Gay men are so worried that 
at a certain point they’re not 
going to be able to get sex. Getting 
sex is more crucial for us, because 
that’s the way we relate to other 
gay men. In fact, as you get older, 
there will always be someone who 
will want someone older. 

Friends of mine who had 
AIDS, for example, and had to stay 
home and couldn’t go cruising: 
one friend in particular in Florida 
had nothing else to fall back on. 
Cruising had been his life. When 
he couldn’t go cruising, he was 
stunned. Getting older and losing 
that kind of marketable image is 
in a way that kind of shock. 

Lark bemoans the change of gen¬ 
erations when he goes back to NY 
and sees young gay men and graf¬ 
fiti like, "Clones Go Home!" 


When you’re young and cruising, 
the world is just drenched in this 
erotic excitement. When that 
goes, it’s like coming off a drug! 
Losing that is a big case of hitting 
bottom and sobering up. I found 
out that “Clones Go Home” was 
stenciled on the sidewalk by a 
group called “Fags Against Facial 
Hair,” and it was something that 
Keith Haring was behind! It was 
very much saying: the mustache, 
the Marlboro man, the plaid 
shirts — gone! That reaction is 
still very much in place: the clean 
shave, shaving your body, your 
legs. That will be replaced, too, I 
don’t know by what. 

You'd think that the scenes in the 
nursing home would be static, but 
they're alive with incident and 
character. Livelier, in fact, than 
Lark cruising! 

That’s true. The sad thing about 
Lark is that the whole cruising 
side of his life is becoming less 
satisfying, and the irony is that a 
place most people would consider 
hell on earth is where he finds 
human contact and life. I was 
thinking about doing a Magic 
Mountain kind of book, but I did¬ 
n’t think people could handle it. 

You've used Lark before, in 
"Friends at Evening" in the first 
Men On Men anthology. In it, two 
characters with dementia take a 
wild cab ride together, and it's 
tragic and hilarious at the same 
time. 

“Friends at Evening” is my fa¬ 
vorite story I’ve ever written. The 
Mr. Lark in it is Lark before he left 
NY and began to brood, so you 
can say it’s a different Mr. Lark in 
time, but it’s the same man. 

That was the first time I was 
able to write about AIDS, and I 
didn’t write about AIDS for a long 
time afterwards. Part of me would 
love to see a gay filmmaker make a 
20-minute film of just the two of 
them in the cab, talking. 

There's a lot of driving around in 
the new novel, too. 

I was going to call this book Dri¬ 
ving Through Florida, because ba¬ 
sically that’s all Lark is doing, dri¬ 
ving around, being haunted by 


the dead. He’s in the car getting 
gas or going to the store, that’s the 
reality, and the past is this glori¬ 
ous memory of the Dancer from 
the Dance culture. 

How do you live in rural Florida? 
Do you find enough to stimulate 
you? 

Because of technology, I can live 
in a little town, talk on the phone 
long-distance, watch the tube, 
read books, listen to NPR... What 
do I miss? I miss what is new, 
what’s being developed. That gets 
to small towns ten years later. 

When Lark goes back to NY, he 
feels as if the city has turned into 
"a vast cemetery," and the St. 
Mark's Baths is like "a closed 


embassy." 

This book was written 
about the ’80s, really. My 
impressions of NY then 
were... it was almost 
ghoulish to walk around, 
because there were so 
many memories of peo¬ 
ple gone. But time pass¬ 
es. All this happening 
now, the party circuit, 
the gym craze, steroids, 
that ecstasy thing: it’s a 
re-creation of what 
was there before, in a 
way. I sometimes think 
AIDS should have 
changed stuff, it 
should have invented 
new ways of relating, 
but I don’t think it 
has, do you? ▼

Melancholy dame

T he black female 
cabaret singer was a 
mysterious minor 
presence in some of the late 
’40s and early ’50s film 
noirs. In spite of her typi¬ 
cally brief appearances — 
really no more than a musi¬ 
cal interlude — this charac¬ 
ter always appeared at a key 
point in the narrative to es¬ 
tablish the hip milieu in 
which the noir hero trav¬ 
eled. Still, she made her 
own unique, bittersweet 
impression, as if aware even 
in the context of a fictional 
narrative of the limitations 
society had imposed on her. 

Key works in this mini¬ 
canon are Joseph Losey’s The Big Night and Robert Aldrich’s Kiss 
Me Deadly. But the standout is Nicholas Ray’s wrenching noir In a 
Lonely Place (1950), which features a memorable performance of 
“I Hadn’t Anyone Til You” by Hadda Brooks. Brooks was a classi¬ 
cally trained pianist who became equally famous as a torchy vocal¬ 
ist and boogie-woogie piano stylist. The first black woman to host 
her own television show (1951), Brooks faded into obscurity for 40 
years but returned recently with a string of new CDs and a concert 
tour. The melancholy warmth and intimacy that distinguished her 
few minutes in In a Lonely Place — and which made the audience 
forget briefly that Humphrey Bogart was in the film — still char¬ 
acterize her work, even at 79. ▼

Lavender Lounge's Hot Pants Homo

*••. awdry and licentious, pul¬ 
sating and provocative, Hot 
Pants Homo is the gripping 
tale of one man’s struggle with the 
love that dare not speak its name. 
He knew women wanted him, but 
he knew the secret hidden in the 
pounding depths of his tortured 
heart: only another man could 
satisfy his lustful cravings. 

If such purple prose — the 
pulp poetry of ’50s fiction — 
piques your interest, then the cap¬ 
tivating new play Hot Pants Homo 
at the Lavender Lounge should 
satisfy any wanton desires you 
have coursing through your wan¬ 
ton veins. Director/writer F. Allen 
Sawyer, whose numerous San 
Francisco theater credits include 
the holiday perennial Christmas 
With the Crawfords, has turned to 
the pithy paperbacks of a (merci¬ 
fully) bygone era and harvested 
some wonderful titles for which 
he has written short, perky “the¬ 
atrical” adaptations. 

The atmosphere is low-key, 
and so is the concept for the play. 
Sitting in the plastic lawn chairs in 
the rec center environs of the 
Lavender Lounge evokes the sen¬ 
sation of attending a bingo game 
or an AA meeting. The five actors, 
dressed in black, emerge and 
begin to tell the story. Sawyer has 
wisely included an abundance of 
descriptive narration, so the ac¬ 
tors are often describing what 
they do before, during and after 
they actually do it. For example, 
when the main character is feeling 
abashed, he describes himself 
thus: “He felt like a rube at the cir¬ 
cus in front of the shell and pea 
game.” 

The plot is fun -— a closeted 
gay jazz musician crawls through 
the homo underworld and slowly 
emerges a proudly defiant, albeit 
macho, queen — but the real de¬ 
light is in the telling. Nothing is 
simple in this loquacious world. 
Everything is quivering, bristling 
and pounding. Sawyer wonderful¬ 
ly and hilariously evokes the aura 
of pithy pulp. 

Jason Scott Buro portrays 
Wayne, the manly musician 
whose queer liberation lurks in 
the morass of his tormented 
testosterone. Buro’s chiseled fea-

■ wish it was the ’70s. People 
were having sex everywhere,” 
my friend says. At 30, he is re¬ 
lying on legend and personal fan¬ 
tasy, rather than reminiscence, to 
imagine the past excesses of the 
Castro, but the rumors of a by¬ 
gone sexual free-for-all make him 
jitter with envy. Another friend, 
also 30, jokes that he is “the last 
virgin in San Francisco,” having 
never been penetrated by any¬ 
thing other than a dildo the size of 
a string bean. Between the fear of 
HIV (or some other disease) and 
the desire for an initiating experi¬ 
ence that is comfortable, ex¬ 
ploratory and erotic, he wonders 
if he’ll ever let someone fuck him. 

The attitudes my two friends 
have about sex are characterized 
in Douglas Sadownick’s new book 
Sex Between Men (Harper- 
Collins), which focuses on the 
erotic history of gay men, provid¬ 
ing “a modest effort to represent 
some of the cum shot since 1945 
over other men’s torsos and but¬ 
tocks.” Calling this story “epic ... 
almost biblical — or at least Faus¬ 
tian — in its dramatic swings,” 
Sadownick uses historical narra¬ 
tive, literary and cultural analysis, 
and personal testimony to look at 
the ways gay male sexual practices 
have both shaped and revealed 
various issues in gay culture and 
psyche. Sadownick’s work is ex¬ 
haustive and groundbreaking as it 
looks at our sexual lives anthro¬ 
pologically and psychologically. It 
is also most interested in the indi¬ 
vidual and emotional experience 
of gay male sex, “valuing] the 
subjective in the individual lives 
of gay men over and beyond any¬ 
thing else,” in an attempt to un¬ 
derstand the rituals we perform 
together and the way we, as gay 
men, experience each other. 

Rejecting the “current material¬ 
ist rage in gay academic circles, 
which sees gay identity as a ‘social 
construction,”’ Sadownick alleges 
that gay identity “begins on the in¬ 
side of the individual and gets only 
in part shaped (or crushed) 
through its encounter with life.” 
Rather than deconstructing roles 
gay men take on during sex in 
order to understand the dominant, 
homophobic culture in which they 
may reside, the author examines 
gay male attraction (or lack of at¬ 
traction) to authority figures, gym 
gear, uniforms, sex clubs, and var-

ious other relational rituals in 
order to uncover the “symbolic 
depth” in queer sexuality. 

In examining queer Eros in the 
last 50 years, Sadownick identifies 
two conflicting, pivotal desires in 
the development of individual 
and collective gay life: the desire 
to celebrate queer sex by engaging 
in it openly; to free queer sex from 
social moderation and expecta¬ 
tion; and the desire to care for the 
self, to create a safe and stable 
world in which to live and play, 
one in which sociality, concern 
and expectation for other men 
and for oneself, can enter into sex¬ 
ual play. As Sadownick says: 

“If the ’70s suggested that sex¬ 
uality ought to be creatively ex¬ 
pressed with the help of poppers, 
MDA, the Mine Shaft, the flour¬ 
ishing of open relationships and 
maybe a little leather, the ’80s put 
forward the notion that sexuality 
ought to be creatively contained 
either through the use of latex 
barriers, twelve-step programs, 
monogamous relationships, or a 
little leather.” 

In the ’90s, he says, “the ques¬ 
tion is deceptively simple: how to 
bring these opposites together 
without canceling out one or the 
other?” 

Sadownick works with this 
balance himself. Chock-full of 
graphic, first-hand sexual ac¬ 
counts and steeped in archetypal 
psychology, Sex Between Men al¬ 
ternates between being sexy, cele¬ 


brating raunch and excess, and 
defending the expression of unso¬ 
cialized urges, and on the other 
hand, asserting the need for emo¬ 
tional fulfillment, tenderness, 
friendship, and romance. It’s a 
delicate balance, but Sadownick 
pulls it off. 

I found Sex Between Men im¬ 
mensely enjoyable, intelligent, and 
accessible, and I recommend it to 
anyone interested in exploring the 
inner life of developing gay sexu¬ 
ality. The one problem I encoun¬ 
tered with the book (aside from 
the poor proofreading) is that it 
covers so much ground certain 
concepts aren’t fully explained, 
leaving the reader at times to intu¬ 
it the meaning of a crucial idea. 
But as a piece of writing that 
breaks new ground, applying 
depth psychology to the erotic his¬ 
tory of queer men, Sadownick’s 
book is exceptional. Those aspects 
of the manuscript that beg for 
more clarification are entire books 
waiting to be written. ▼

collapses in a sodden heap on the 
stage and is carted off uncon¬ 
scious to detox. 

Little Me is a neglected mas¬ 
terpiece of pre-Stonewall camp. 
Dripping with sarcasm, it ap¬ 
pealed strongly to Dennis’ homo¬ 
sexual contemporaries, who un¬ 
doubtedly recognized in Belle’s 
shrill yet saccharine style the 
voice of an acid-tongued gay 
man. What’s more, there is a star¬ 
tling similarity between this sin¬ 
gle-minded Lady Macbeth, who 
will stop at nothing to unseat her 
rivals as the reigning screen siren, 
and a full-fledged drag queen, a 
lumbering amazon who, while 
buxom and beautiful, stalks 
through the book like a storm 
trooper, teetering on high heels. 

Dennis also appealed to gay 
men because of his brutal dissec¬ 
tion of American vulgarity. He 
lingers over Belle’s fashion atroc¬ 
ities and appalling choices in in¬ 
terior decoration with a connois¬ 
seur’s relish of cheapness and bad 
taste, from the marabou slippers 
and the frilly lingerie to the pick- 
led Chippendale dinette sets and 
the rose-tinted Polar bear rugs. 

The novel reeks so overpower- 
ingly of a gay man’s gleeful fasci¬ 
nation with the kitsch of carica¬ 
tured femininity that one reads 
with dismay that Dennis was 
married with children. This un¬ 
likely biographical detail suggests 
either that he had a large circle of 
gay friends, whose mordant sense 
of humor he imitated, or that he 
led a double life (he did indeed 
write several novels under the 
pseudonym Virginia Rowans, 
whose work was praised — sur¬ 
prisingly, for a father of two — 
for its “fine feminine realism”). 

Little Me is not only a master¬ 
piece of camp but a masterpiece 
of tone, with the exception per¬ 
haps of the last third of the novel,

t the height of his fame in 
1956, Patrick Dennis set an 
all-time record as the first 
writer ever to have three books on 
the New York Times best-seller list 
at one time. He surpassed this 
unprecedented achievement with 
the phenomenal success of his 
burlesque of an uppercrust ec¬ 
centric, Auntie Mame. Vying with 
the sales figures of both The Ce- 
lestine Prophecy and The Bridges 
of Madison County, this fictional 
account of his aunt, who led a 
madcap existence as a celebrated 
New York hostess, maintained its 
position of unbudging preemi¬ 
nence among the top-ten best¬ 
sellers for no less than 112 weeks. 
It ultimately sold more than 
2,000,000 copies before it was 
turned first into a Broadway play 
and then into a movie, a smash 
box-office hit starring Rosalind 
Russell, who hammed it up in the 
role of the Dennis-family kook, 
whom she portrayed as a lovable, 
blue-blooded ditz. It is a testa¬ 
ment both to the fleeting nature 
of our collective memory and to 
the readability of the list as an ad¬ 
equate gauge of enduring artistic 
quality (for Dennis was at best an 
uneven writer) that his accom¬ 
plishments have been almost en¬ 
tirely erased from literary history 
only 20 years after his premature 
death at the age of 55 in 1976. For 
those loyal few who do remember 


him, he is known solely by the 
fame of Russell’s endearing por¬ 
trait of his irresistibly dilettantish 
relative and by the small yet 
cuitish reputation of a novel long 
since out of print. His 1961 satire 
Little Me is an incomparably ma¬ 
licious portrait of a Hollywood 
prima donna whose unmitigated 
vulgarity appealed to a dedicated 
following of campy gay men. 

Little Me purports to be the 
memoir of Belle Schlumpfert, 
a.k.a. Belle Poitrine, a world- 
renowned actress. In fact, howev¬ 
er, this imaginary autobiography, 
complete with hilarious pho¬ 
tographs documenting Belle’s 
meteoric rise to fame from her 
humble beginnings as the daugh¬ 
ter of a scarlet woman, is a 
scathing satire of a megalomani¬ 
ac piece of trailer trash who uses 
the casting couch as a trampoline 
to catapult herself into stardom. 
The story begins squarely on the 
wrong side of the tracks in a 
booming Midwest metropolis, 
Venezuela, Illinois, where, at the 
tender age of 13, the precocious 
Belle blackmails the pillar of the 
community after he fondles her 
knee in the local cinema, forcing 
this upstanding member of the 
Fraternal Order of the Pharaoh’s 
Lodge to finance her elocution 
lessons. Milking him for every 
cent she can get, she soon skips 
town for Chicago where she be¬ 
comes, in quick succession, an in¬ 
timate at a reformatory (which 
she helps set ablaze), a floozy in a 
dance hall, a “fille de joie” in a 
high-class brothel, a chorine in 
the movie Minx in Mink, and fi¬ 
nally the implausibly doting 
spouse of a crackshot stenogra¬ 
pher in the U.S. Army who, dur¬ 
ing World War I, dies of gangrene 
after he catches his thumb in the 
space bar of his typewriter. She 
collects her widow’s pension with 
less than mournful dispatch, and 
then immediately ties the knot 
again, first with the fabulously 
wealthy scion of a British peer 
and then with the notorious Hol¬ 
lywood mogul Morris Buchs- 
baum, whose Metronome Studios 
she bankrupts by starring in an 
atrocious series of big-budget 
flops. At the end of her career as 
an actress, Belle has fallen to the 
ignoble level of a drunken barn¬ 
stormer who plays in such fash¬ 
ionable watering holes as a 
derelict bowling alley in Aspidis¬ 
tra, Illinois, where she polishes off 
pints of muscatel and thermoses 
of whiskey sours until she finally

Acting = Life: An Actor's Life 
Lessons by Michael Kearns; 
Heineman, $15.95 

here are dozens of reasons 
why actors should buy 
Michael Kearns’ new book, 
Acting-Life , and I intend to enu¬ 
merate them in the course of this 
review. But I want first to explain 
why everyone should read this 
book. Kearns became an actor be¬ 
cause of the mistaken idea that as 
an actor he could hide from him¬ 
self. In the course of his career in 
film, television and theatre, 
Kearns discovered that only in 
being his truest self could he do 
his best work. If that’s not a life 
lesson that all of us need to learn 

— that we can only do our best by 
being our most authentic selves 

— I don’t know what is. 

Kearns discusses the mind 

games that get in the way of an 
actor doing his finest work. “One 
of the roadblocks between you 
and your authenticity is what I 
call the not-enoughs. There may 
be a tape playing incessantly in 
your head, like a broken record: 
I’m not beautiful enough; I’m not

when the joke begins to wear a lit¬ 
tle thin as Belle descends into a 
drunken stupor, reeling from flop 
house to flea-bag hotel as she ekes 
out a precarious existence as an 
unsuccessful cabaret chanteuse. 
What makes this self-glorifying 
narrative such a clever exercise in 
character assassination is that be¬ 
cause Belle writes in the first-per¬ 
son, she is both the satirist and 
the object of the satire, a heroine 
who, even as she reminisces fond¬ 
ly about a lifetime of presumably 
glamorous exploits, nostalgically 
flipping through her photo al¬ 
bums and press clippings, is in 
fact engaging in an act of self-de¬ 
molition. Dennis is so subtle 
about abstaining from direct 
commentary about his heroine’s 
careerist antics that it is only as 
the novel progresses and the read¬ 
er begins to notice the expres¬ 
sions of contempt on the faces of 
the people that this human jug¬ 
gernaut tramples underfoot that 
we gradually recognize what a 
sanctimonious monster of vanity 
and ambition Belle really is. She 
is, in fact, everything Marne isn’t, 
a sort of anti-Auntie Marne. 
Whereas Marne was a committed 
democrat who fraternized with 
her servants and slummed 
through the streets of Greenwich 
Village with a clique of seedy bo¬ 
hemians, Belle is an arriviste snob 
who strives to be so classy and hi- 
falutin that at times her prose 
reads like Franglais, peppered 
with genteel borrowings from 
continental languages. These lib¬ 
eral helpings of foreign idioms 
contribute to the book’s mock- 
heroic style, which subjects Belle 
to inadvertent self-deflation and 
bathos even as she sings her own 
praises. Although Auntie Marne 
and Little Me were written quite 
independently of each other, they 
constitute two contrasting panels 
of the same portrait of American 
snobbery, and it is a shame that, 
now that Little Me is out of print, 
we can only read what is in fact 
the lesser of the two books by a 
neglected satirist whose work 
cries out for a full-scale revival. ▼ 


smart enough; I’m not thin 
enough; I’m not butch enough; 
I’m not white enough. Turn it off 
now, please. Replace it with an¬ 
other, healthier mantra: I am 
enough; I am enough; I am 
enough.” Imagine what the world 
would be like if all of us could ac¬ 
cept ourselves. Kearns explains: 
“As an actor, you must live by 
these words: I am not better-than 
or less-than. I am different-from. 
I am authentic.” As a person, you 
must live by the same words. 

Acting-Life is an extraordinar¬ 
ily practical acting text. Kearns of¬ 
fers specific exercises to enable 
students to break through the 
false and achieve emotional and 
theatrical truth. Kearns’ tips on 
turning “stage fright into stage 
might” are particularly useful. 
(Anyone who quivers at the 
thought of giving an oral report 
or presentation could learn a lot 
from Kearns.) 

There is perhaps no more 
frightening experience for an 
actor, with the possible exception 
of “places, please,” than the audi¬ 
tion — putting yourself on the 


line in front of strangers, with two 
monologues, one comic, one trag¬ 
ic. I haven’t auditioned in years, 
but just thinking about it has my 
stomach in knots. “In an audition 
situation,” Kearns explains, “when 
you have precious little time to 
prepare, listening to your instincts 
can be critical. Even if you don’t 
make the ‘right’ choice, make an 
intuitive choice and go for it with 
all your heart. Wrong is better 
than cautious.” 

Acting=Life gives the reader a 
look at the means a fine actor has 
learned to help him achieve au¬ 
thenticity as both thespian and 
human being. This book, a com¬ 
panion to Kearns’ earlier T-Cells 
and Sympathy, serves as an extra¬ 
ordinary tool, both for teaching 
and learning, for actors, writers 
and human beings. ▼

L a Capella del Monte Tamaro is a 
tiny chapel built on the edge of a 
precipice 1,500 meters above sea 
level on the border between Italy and 
Switzerland. A collaboration between 
Swiss architect Mario Botta, who de¬ 
signed SFMOMA, and Italian artist 
Enzo Cucchi, the Chapel of Santa 
Maria degli Angeli is the focus of an 
exhibition presented by the Istituto 
Italiano di Cultura of SF and the 
Museo ItaloAmericano. Photographs, 
working drawings, floor plans, blue¬ 
prints, and two architectural models 
give varying perspectives of the im¬ 
probable structure. 

It’s a small marvel of engineering. 
A vertiginous bridge which spans a 
deep crevasse was constructed of 
stones hauled up to the mountaintop 
by cable. The air is so thin, the drop so 
steep, visitors who venture to the 
Chapel may well see the Virgin Mary 
materialize in the ether. 

Cucchi, who along with Francesco 
Clemente and Sandro Chia revitalized 
painting in Italy with the “transavan- 
guardia” expressionist style, adorned 
the chapel’s interior with a fresco, 
“Strada,” in which outstretched hands 
present an open road. 

The collaboration between artist 
and architect for sacred ends has been 
compared to that of 16th Century 
masters Andrea Palladio and Paolo 
Veronese. This exhibit offers an in¬ 
triguing glimpse at a unique architec¬ 
tural miniature.^
